PROGRESS OF THE THIRD 
- CHINA WAR. R 


FROM.OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. «. g 
Trey-1st, 12th November, 1860. 

Since my communication to you of the 3rd inst., the chief 
events of importance have been the ratification of the Treaty by 
the vermillion pencil of the Emperor, and the arrival of Mr. 
Bruce at Tien-tsin. Tho Treaty has been published in the 
Peking Gazette, but not before au attempt was made to escape 
giving publicity to it. Mr. Bruce reached Tien-tsin at 11 P.M, 
on the evening of the 6th, and started in two hours on horse- 
back for Peking, hoping to arrive thero previous to the with- 
drawing of the troops, which he has managed to do, also to be 
presented to PrincesKung, the Emperor's brother, who is at 
present acting as Regent. By last accounts from Peking, Lord 
Elgin and Baron Gros were occupying Yamuns, in the Tartar 
city, but no one had yet been permitted to enter the Imperial 
city ; though report said that permission was to be accorded to 
the plenipotentiaries, and Sir Hope Grant to do so. 

The troops are returning fast, the greater portion of the 
French force have arrived in the course of the past week—the 
67th and 23rd Company Royal Engineers came in on the 10th, 
and the Cavalry Brigade, with the Royals and sth Punjaybees, 
arrived this morning—the two latter regiments em¥ark at 
once for. the fleet, and proceed direct to Hong Kong, en route to 
England and India. The remainder of the army is expected in 
Tien-tsin in the course of the present week. Sir Hopé*@rant 
arrived last night, and is now residing on board the Granada, 
with Lady Grant, who came from Hong Kong about fourteen 
days ago, As soon as the troops are all dispatched from here, 
that are intended for England, Sir Hope and Lady Grant pro- 
ceed on a trip to Japan, where they will remain until final in- 
structions are received from England in reference to the disposal 
of the troops that will be left in garrison at Tien-tsin, Taku, aud 
Staneta: The Loodianah Regiment is to remain at the latter 
place. : . 

Colonel Neale, Secretary to Legation, -and the corps diplo- 
matique from Shanghai, have also arrived, and are now at 
Tien-tsin, waiting the return of Mr. Bruce from Peking, Tho ; 
Temple of Supreme Felicity, where Lord Elgin resided in* 
1858, has been made over to the Embassy, and there Mr, 
Bruce will take up his quarters for the winter. rigadicy 
Stavely, of the 44th Foot, will command the garrison ff 
Tien-tsin, The two batteries of Artillery that remain thee 
are to be Armstrong ones; the guns of Barry's and Millward’s 
batteries being handed over to those of Desborough and Go- 
van, in licu of the old ficld guns with which they are at pre 
sent equipped, The troops for England will be encamped at 
Kowloon, the new piece of land ceded by convention opposite 
to Hong Kong, until the transports are overhauled, provisisoed, 
and refitted, that are to convey them home. 

The health of the troops is by no means such as could be 
desired, The hospital at Tien-tsin is crowded with sick, and 








numbers are arriving daily from Peking. The Guth Rifes are 
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stated to have 18 per cont. at present sick, and the other 
corps have non-effectives in about the same prepention. Whe 
Royals, who were 1,000 strong in China, two years agn, reburn 
not much over 500, and of these the whole are no means 
effective. The following is list of the ‘hospital ships now 
lying off the Peiho, The Mauritius, Melbourne, and Sir Wa. 
liam Peel, steamers; the America, Forze Allum, Lancashire 
Witch, aud Jamsetjec Jajedhoy, sailing vessels, The 67th Regi- 
ment marched into Tien-tsin with ophthalmia epidemic amongst 
the men, about thirty of whom had to be removed to the hos- 
pital immediately on their arrival. Death has been at work 
amongst the medical staff surgeons; Major Denny and Thom- 
ron having dicd within the last few days, the former at Tien- 
tsin, the latter at Peking. Dr. Thomson was the author of a 
work on New Zcaland, published about a year ago, and very 
favourably received. Four staff surgeons, three regimental 
surgeons, and one assistant-surgeon also, have been invalided, 
-—altogether, notwithstanding the recent outery about 
sanitary regulations, and precautions for the health of 
the army, though there has been by no means a great 
mortality, there hns, nevertheless, been a very large 
amount of sickness, as will be evidenced by the medi- 
‘cal statistics, should they be published—also by the very 
heavy exponse which has been incurred for hospital ships— 
fevers, diarrhea, and dysentery aro stated to be the prevailing 
diseases. The regiments that have been most unhealthy during 
the campaign, are the two that came up from the Capo, namely, 
the 2nd and 60th. In the same way, the regiments that went 
from the Cape to India during the mutiny, are said to have 
broken down“more rapidly there than any of the other corps 
serving in the ficld. Should such be actually the case, there 
is an apparent inconsistency in the Government, having a 
sanitariuin at the Cape for the men whoso contributions have 
given way in China—it would seem the preferable course to 
send them at once home, Whether or not, the allegation is 
correct that the 6th and 73rd Regiments that procecded from 
the Cape to Inndia during the mutiny, were remarkable 
for their non-efticiency from sickness, the fact is unques- 
tionable, {as far ‘as the 2nd and 60th aro concerned in 
China, the latter regiment frequently having nearly a hundred 
men a-day funfit for duty from sickness ;. amd the general 
health of the 2nd was so unsatisfactory, on its arrival at 
Talien-Whan Pay, that it had to be disembarked, before it was 
actually determined whether any camp was to be formed there 
or not, My next communication will advise, in all proba- 
bility, the departure of the greater portion of the army, and 
the Plenipotentiaries,

ordered to remain here are all proceeding South of India, Eng- 
land, de. . 

‘The Admiral is going to Bong Kong, where the Ohestpoate is 
to be docked. ‘Bome 6-gun boats will be left in the Pciho now, 
but who remains iu command of navy Ido mot know. I fancy 
some of us will go to Hope Sound, at the Mian Tan Islands, 
for the winter, where we are to have a coal depot ; it is a small, 
but snug, anchorage. 

The marines of ‘the fleet have also been re-embarked. An 
order was issued yesterday that extra pay would be given to 
them, ‘the same as the Army ; but none for the blue-jackets, who 
have been doing all the hard dirty work on shore and afloat 
also, working like slaves night and day, Sundays and all, to 
supply the army. We have taken their stores and provisions 
from here to Peking without any help. It is a crying shame, 
and enough to cause a mutiny, and all the fault of Admiral 
Hope, who would not speak a word for us. I never saw men 
work harder or better. 

For my own part, I cannot see the object of keeping a force 
here during the winter, as we do not keep one at Peking, which 
I should think it was quite worth while to do, so as to establish 
the fact of our having been there, and to give the Tartars time 
to observe our strength and their own inability to cope with or 
resist us; besides, I think that after secing the wonders a 
residence at Canton has done, we might have worked something 
the same at Pekmg; but now, we only have a flecting idea in 
the minds of the people of our strength and power, and a track 
of ruin and desolation along our liné of march. 

The river is falling fast, and the gunboats in some places 
ground. It is doubtful if the Ringdove, Beagle, and Reynard 
will be able to get down from Tion-tsin before the spring. The 
weather has been bright, dry, and cold, with very strong 
northerly winds. 

(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ninepo, Nov. 10, 1860. 

The present campaign, and the taking of the “Celestial 
City,” veveal more fully than ever tho utter powerlessness of 
this Government—indced, power has not been the reliance 
of the Chinese Government for ages. Deceit, stratagem, and 
bribery, these are the chief reliance of all officials, from the 
Emperor down; these constitute their politics, and their juris- 
prudence. He is the best officer who can use these arts to tie 
best advantage. " 

We had a capital illustration of this treacherous mode of 
government a few days since at this place, A Cantovese pirate 
leader became particularly obnoxious to the officials, and they, 
not diring to act on their own responsibility, obtainod from a 
high official at Hangchow a document requiring him to be 
beheaded. But the next difficulty was, how to exccute the 
order, They had not the courage, and they fearcd they had 
not the power, to take the culprit openly at his residence ; 
hence, of course, stratagem must be resorted to. He was in- 
vited by a mandarin whom he supposed to be his friend, and 
was, indeed, a distant relative, to take suppor with him. The 
doomed man went unsuspectingly to his evening entertain- 
ment, and in the midst of his wine, he was suddenly surprised 
by a band of men from the Tao-tai’s office, whither he was 
hurried, and in the court, amid the darkness, was unceri- 
moniously beheaded. 

Tho Chinese are slow to believe that the capital is entered 
by the Allies, The mandarin runners had taken much pains 
to circulate reports to the effect that the foreigners had had 
the worst of it, and the supposed invineibility of Sang-ko-ling- 
sing’s army and the capital gave plausibility to the report. 
If the Emperor now comes to terms, and the forces of the 
Allies soon leave the city, it will not be generally known that 
the capital has been taken. And it is of little consequence 
if it is not. The moral effect of it upon the Zmperial Gorvrn- 
mont cannot fail to be great, and produce lasting and beneficial 
results. The Government will have learned, for the first time, 
the real power of Western nations, and will, no doubt, perceive 
the importance of a strict regard for treaty stipulations here- 
after. It will learn, also, to deal more sincerely and honour- 
ably with foreign ambassadors ; and it is to be hoped that it 
may see the necessity of paying some regard to the law of 
nations, and the etiquette proper to be observed betweeu them. 
The spell of his Imperial Majesty's fancied invincibility has been 
broken, and with it his exclusiveism must also givo way.

Prices of exports suitable for Chinese consumption are 
now full 50 per cent below what they were before the com- 
mencement of the late troubles in China.

The Prince of Mito, the great opponent to foreign intercourse, 
is reported to have been murdered. The Prussian Minister ex- 
pects to be several months in procnring a Treaty. The schooner 
Frauenlob, containing all the presents from Berlin, is said to be 
lost, also H.M.’s B. Camila with all hands, 

A case has been tried against an American citizen named 
Van Reed, for visiting the City of Yedo, which, it is alleged, is 
against the Treaty: After a good deal of vesatious delay the 
case was dismissed. It appears that the American Minister at 
Yedo was the principal instigator of the trial. The editor of 
the China Mail on this subject, says:— 

“ Tt may be remembered that Mr. Alcock published a circular lately, 
containing a letter from Mr. Howard Vyse, in which the editor of this 
paper was accused of having committed ‘an unscrupulous violation of a 
national Treaty,’ in having visited Yedo, the capital of Japan. This 
compliment—for such it really is—was followed by a gentle hope that the 
editor would return to Japan, and place himself under the jurisdiction of 
the British authorities there. We Yo e to have that pleasure whenever 
circumstances will allow, but we also hope before that period, to have the 
opinion of the Foreign Office on the question, whether it is consonant 
with British justice, that a British subject should be officially notified as hav- 
ing committed misdemeanour, without any evidence having been taken on 
the subject, without his having any opportunity of refuting the charge, or ex- 
plaining the circumstances, and without his having any knowledge even 
‘ofsuch a charge being brought, until an equivalent to condemnation upon 
it met his eye in an official notification in the columns of a public news- 
paper, Mr. Vyse is a gentlemanly person, and, unless goaded by others, 
would not have made such a mistake. The Japanese—who are excellent 
judges of character, call him ‘the baby,’ and we should be sorry to attach 
any blame to him in this matter. Mr. Alcock is the responsible party, 


having published the circular; and, in the first instance, we shall leave 
H.M.’s Foreign Secretary to deal with him.” 














CHINA, 
SHANGHAI. 

The rebels arc again commencing to make a stir in this 
neighbourhood. They have re-appeared at Sunkeang, and 
beaten a large body of Imperialists outside that city, and also 
at Tsingpoo. A report, issuing from the Taotai, is to the 
effect that 400 boats, full of insurgents, are on their way 
towards Shanghai, It seems that they are again gathering 
round this place, and the city authorities are in a great state 
of alarm, The same fear prevails at Ningpo, on which the | 
rebels are also said to be marching, and the trade at that port ; 
has almost entirely ceased,

The docks at this port have been completed, and can receive 
vessels of 300 feet length. 

SWATOW. 

We learn from Swatow that the prisoners were delivered up, 
and everything settled peaceably, on the morning of the 7th. 
The prisoners were five men belonging to the gunboat Weasel, 
who were captured at the village of Bochoey. On the morning 
of the 5th the Hiyhfyer arrived off the village, having on board 
two Chinese officers, deputed by Governor-General Laou, and an 
interpreter. The holders of the five captives required as terms 
of their release, perfect immunity for the raid on the 
foreigners at Double Island, indemnity for the effects of the 
gunboat's bombardment, and hostages in the shape of shroffs to 
guarantee the fulfilment of these conditions. The interpreter 
(Mr. Mayers, interpreter to the Allied Commissioners) in con- 
cert with the Chinese officers, engaged in fresh negotiations 
with a view to renewed hostilities should such negotiations be 
as fruitless as before. Captain Heath, however, we understand, 
had ignored the cause of the bombardment of the village by the 
Weasel, as not furnishing sufficient ground for vigorous mea- 
sures, 80 full of risk as those undertaken, and the present ar- 
rangement has terminated the matter, with the people at Icast, 
although probably not with the British officials. 

HONG KONG. 

The more important events at the North appear to have 
excluded matters of local interest. 

The Commission on Hong Kong Abuses had resumed its sit- 
tings, the Chief Justice having returned to the colony after a 
short leave for recreation. 

The administration of the Post-office has again been the 
subject of comment. It does not appear to give satisfaction 
now it is under the Colonial Government, but it is evident that 
some steps to improvement have been taken. Postage stamps 
are to be introduced, which will obviate the loss and annoyance 
of procuring change for dollars, &c. 

Major-General Sir Robert Napicr arrived here from’ Peking 
on the 27th November, and will shortly proceed to India. At 
Foochow there has been a bloody and desperate conflict between 
the the Mandarins and some Cantonese pirates. A fire, caused 
by the explosion of gunpowder, took place near the cross-road to 
Tam Achoy’s, in the Kwong-yune shop, a marine store. The 
true cause of the explosion cannot be learned, but it has been 
ascertained that the master of the shop had bought some 
damaged gunpowder, and, it is supposed, the gunpowder had 
been exposed to dry, and became ignited. Owing to the fire 
occurring during the day, a slight fall of rain, and prompt 
measures—several engines being on the spot soon after the fire 
became kuown—it was soon extinguished. Nearly a dozen 
bodies have been dug out from the ashes, and their appearance 
is revolting to look at ; two or three coroner’s inquests have sat 
on the bodics as they have been found. None of the men con- 
nected with the shop are supposed to have escaped. 

An ordinance has been published for the registration of 
newspapers, by which bonds to the extent of £250 have to be 
given, 

The Christian (French), with stores to the Peiho, fell in with 
a fleet of piratical junks, by which she was attacked and taken. 
The crew were all murdered, 

The wreck of the French man of war Jsere has been sold by 
auction to Captain Tucker, for $5,100, 

CANTON. 

The Friend af China, in reporting the trip of the steamer 
Dopecp to Fatshan, says,—the natives at that place were not at 
all alarmed, and adds, that we have heard with much pleasure 
that the Hooppe had given the Zopecp a permit to run in the 
inner waters; cither in the direction of Loon-kong (the silk 
district), or Shek-kong (sugar district), and that early next 
week she wiil make a voyage hence to Kow-koon and back, 
ci route, the several trading towns of Ping-choon, San-siak- 
Shek-wan, by Sie-chu-san, Shetow, Sung-kong-Lucktow aud 
Cum-chook, These are the sort of matters we want to know, 
and we think, with the Friend at Canton, we shall have our 
wants attended to. It’s an ill-wind that blows no good luck. 








PHILIPPIN 

MANILA. 

The dates from this place come down to 27th Nov., eva Sin- 

gapore, through which place they will now come during the 
N. E. Monsoon, 

An amusing incident of the superstitions of the natives 
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occurred lately. A sentry, while on duty, observed, as he 
thought, a human form, which stood motionless, and on his 
firing at it, appeared to rise higher, and emit volumes of fire ; 
he then called on his comrades to fire, They did, and never 
was a malignant spirit so peppered before, but as they fired the 
Cawfre’s bulk and height went on increasing; the infernal flame 
from a stream grew gradually into a mighty river of fire; the 
eyes from red hot balls, saucers, and soup plates, had becomo 
Durning worlds; the woolly locks to fiery serpents changed, the 
horrible form gradually filled the surrounding gloom, and when 
the authorities and reinforcements arrived on the spot, had ex- 
Pended into invisibility to, those who possessed not the eyes of 
faith. 

The Graham, from Glasgow via Singapore, arrived on the 
7th, but had no picce goods; and the Sales, the first vessel 
from Liverpool, can scarcely be expected before the middle of 
December. The Fortuna, from Boston, still keeps out. She 
will in all probability take most of her cargo on to Hong Kong. 
The market being, at this season, bare of produce, any little 
demand causes an advance on quotations, as has been the case 
during the last fortnight with unclayed sugar and hemp. ‘Tho 
Primera de Santander, that left Manila 27th July for England, 
having experienced bad weather and thrown cargo overboard, 
put into Zamboanga leaky, and during a severe gale on the 
night of the 13th September she was driven ashore and lost 
ouly a small quantity of cargo, being saved in a badly damaged 
state. Tho Gharra, from England for Shanghai, with coals for 
Government, has put in very leaky, and is being discharged for 
repairs, 





COCHIN CHINA. 
The French troops have been inactive, and, wlth some diffi- 
culty, hold their own. Reinforcements from China were daily 
expected. 





SIAM. 
BANKOK, 


We have been favoured with an extract from a letter from 
Baukok, which we think will be found useful :— 


About a week ago I gave my last lecture or representation, with prac” 
tical experiments, on physics and chymistry, in the Royal Palace before the 
King himself. He speaks a little English, and made me explain to him 
many things that excited his curiosity, particularly on the nature of 
different gases and the method of making them, during which time he 
either held me by the hand or leaned on my shoulder. Although he is 
said to possess inexhaustible treasures and be enormously rich, he gave me 
no proof of his generosity, and presented me with only 150 ticals, or about 
£25, and expressed himself much gratified with the representation. The 
audience consisted of at least 3,000 persons, including the great officials 
of the court and the ministers of state, together with their numerous reti- 
nues, and not only the Royal Queen-bee, but between two and three 
thousand other bees of the King’s beehive, of whom, however, I could not 
see much, as they were concealed from the public gaze behind a sort of 
lattice screen. 

‘The space of ground on which the Royal Palace stands is equal to the 
area of a middling-sized town in Germany, and consists of more than a 
hundred diilerent buildings, each of the size and extent of a palace, and 
every one of these is surrounded by large courts, here and there planted 
with trees and shrubs. In each court is a battery of cannon of different 
calibre, each gun being covered over by a little building or shed, looking 
ike a huge dog-kennel, to protect it from the rain and dust. I estimate 
the total number of guus in the different courts of the Palace to amount to 
above eight hundred, which materialiy prevent the possibility of any 
outbreak or palace revolution—a truly Asiatic way of keeping order 
amongst a sovereign’s loving subjects, 

‘There is perhaps no country in the world in such an abject and de- 
graded state of slavery as this kingdom of Siam. Their king is to them 
not a man, but a Divinity, his title being Phra Afonghut, or terrestrial 
God.” Before him, and in bis presence, every other son of man not 
only bows, but has to crawl on the ground, or work his way on all fours; 
shilst it is strictly prohibited to look up to him, under the generally re- 
ceived fiction that the brilliancy of so much majesty would dazzle the 
optics so deeply as to'deprive the poor earth-worms for ever of their eye- 
sight, Even the Crown Prince is subject to this ceremonial, the only 
exception nade being the King’s brother, the so-called Second King, a 
sort of sleeping partner, who takes but little interest in the affairs of the 
State, but enjoys a princely appanage of one-third of the whole revenue 
of the kingdom, He is styled by the title of * Majesty,” inhabits a mag- 
nificent palace of his own, and contents himself with having only eight 
hundred wives. I may add, that he is more popular amongst the Eu- 
roreans here than his brother, as he possesses a greater degree of intelli- 
gence and civilisation, and speaks fluently French and English. 

Now just fancy the picture of my above-mentioned representation before 
the cyes of royalty 1 All the grandees and nobles of the land crouching 
on theground in the most submissive attitude, and not daring to raise their 
eyes for fear of being struck blind by the dazzling light of majesty, and T 
alone, the son of a simple Hamburg burgher, standing erect in the midst 
of this vast assemblage, and talking to the Kingin the most free and un~ 
constrained manner, explaining to him the mysteries of Nature. 








‘The present sovereign of Siam is a little, old, dried-up man, of about 
seventy years, with the mark of a former cancer or other wound on his 
right cheek, and innocent of all pretensions to majestic bearing or clai 
of being called handsome. But he has some very beautiful children, wit 
tolerably white skins, or rather pale olive colour. Some yearsago nine of 
his wives presented him with fifteen sons and daughters within the space 
of a twelvemonth. He has altogether no less than eighty-four children, 
though he only married when forty years old. Up to that time he had 
been carefully immured in a Bhuddist convent, when on the death of his 
father he was released from his spiritual confinement to ascend the throne 
of his ancestors and be proclaimed King. 

During one of the Siamese festivals (which lasted a whole fortnight) I 
took the opportunity of joining a hunting party, got up by the British 
Consul, Sir Robert Schomburg and Herr Thies, the Hamburg Consul, 
and make an excursion into the interior of the country. We went in two 
large boats, each manned by thirty native rowers, placed at our disposal by 
the King, in consequence of which act of royal graciousness we were of 
course everywhere received with the most cordial hospitality. I was 
greatly struck with the extreme luxuriance and beauty of the vegetation, 
which isequal to anything I have ever seen in any other tropical country, 
and forms such an agreeable contrast to the neighbourhood of Bankok, 
which is “flat, stale, and unprofitable.” 

We shot a couple of elephants, three crocodiles, an eagle, a vulture— 
the latter measuring 14 feet from wing to wing—innumerable monkeys, 
anda lot of wild pigeons and other birds of the most beautiful and bril- 
liant plumage. 











THE PRUSSIAN MISSION. 

His Majesty the First King of Siam has ‘caused it to be inti- 
mated to the Prussian Mission at present in Eastern Asia, that 
it will be inconvenient to him to receive the Plenipotentiary 
hefore the end of: March, as during the months of January and 
February he will be engaged in performing two very important. 
ceremonies connected with the Budhist religion. The first of these 
will consist in erecting a high pyramid, or gilt pillar, on the top of 
the sacred pyramidical house at the holy city of Phra Bard, and 
enshrining some sacred Budhist relics in two stone pagodas re- 
cently erected at that place. The holy city being situated seventy 
miles from Bankok, at the foot of some mountains, in thick jun- 
gle, it is necessary that a dry time of the year should be chosen 
for the pilgrimage thither, as his Majesty will be accompanied 
by his family and several of the principal officers of State, and 
the time occupied altogether will be about a fortnight. The 
second of the ceremonies which will engage his Majesty's atten- 
tion, will be the welcoming and receiving the new white female 
elephant of Yassodhuri, which will leave her present place of 
abode in the end of December next, and arrive at Bankok in 
February. Dry weather is also essential for the safe transit of 
the sacred animal, as it has to traverse a mountainous and 
jungly road.

CHINA.—IMPORTS. 

SnancHat.—Owing to the reported advance of the rebels on that 
port and Ningpo, the sales of manufactures have not been large ; the 
following is a summary for the fortnight:—Grey shirtings, 92,000 
Pieces ; white, 5,800 pieces; spotted shirtings, white, 5,000 pieces 
‘coloured, 1,600 pieces; T-cloths, 7,000 pieces; brocades, 2,000 piec 
chintz, 2,500 pieces; American drills, 12,000 pieces ; (stock 320,000 
picees) ; sheetings, 200 pieces (stock 33,000 pieces); Jeans, 3,000 
pieces (stock, 40,000 pieces) ; longells, 700 pieces; camlets, 100 pieces 
‘Spanish stripes, 240 pteces. 

Canton.—The sales during the fortnight have not been large, which 
may be owing to their having been no official notification ding the 
new Tariff of Duties which it was expected would come into force on the 
Tatification of the Treaty.

ast year, and leaving an unsold stock of 9,600 chests against 38,000 
year. Green: Operations since the mail have becn almost entirely 
confined to foreign import of Japan tea and Pingsueys from Ningpo. 
High prices are talked of by the teamen, which, combined with the ex- 
cted competition forthe American market, and the almost certain de> 
cient supply, will cause a very small export to Great Britain, At Foo- 
choo: We take the following from the circular of Messrs. Fussell and Co. 
‘The settlements for the fortnight have been—Congou, 26,600 chests, at 
12 to 27} taels ship off. ; Souchong, 1,520 chests, at 264 to 30} tacls ship 
off. ; Flowery Pekoe, $16 chests, at 26} to 32) tacls ship off. ; Oolong, 
5,600 packages, at 15} to 25 taels ship off. , Scented Tea, 560 boxes, at 
21} taels ship off.

Raw Sitxs—At Shanghai we have had but little less anxiety shown in 

urchases_ than was alluded to in our last report, the settlements of the 
fortnight amounting to 5,000 bales, resulting in an advance in prices of 
Sto 10 tacls per pecul on all description of Tsatlees. Arrivals from the 
interior have been on a par with the sales, leaving us with an undiminished 
stock of 8 to 9,000 bales. It is reported that owing to the high value of 
Carolus Dollars at this port, even present rates show but little margin on 
the prices paid in the producing districts. Good silks still continue 
scarce, but of other qualities there is an abundant supply. Total settle- 
ments to date are estimated at 51,000 bales. Quotations: Tsatlees, No. 3, 
395 to 405 per picul; 4, 360 to 370; 5, 330 to 350. “Taysaams, No. 1, 
845 to 350; 2, 325 to 330; 3, 295 to 310; 4, 250 to290. At Canton, 
the settlements of the fortoight are rather larger than usual, being reported 
900 piculs Loonkong and Gowkong (probabl for India) and 150 piculs 
re-reeled Cumchook for the United States. ices are $5 to $10 higher 
and the stock is small.

FRENCH CONSULS IN CHINA. 

We understand from an occasional correspondent in China, 
that Mr. Vaucher, a Swiss appointed Vice-Consul of France in 
Hong Kong, has been dismissed from his authority, in conse- 
quence of having compromised himself in a personal encounter 
in the strects of Macao. 

If the present French Minister has not been fortunate in the 
selection of such a representative, we have reason to suppose 
that the consuls generally have been better chosen by the 
French Government. 

The following is a testimonial of gratitude addressed by the 
British, American, and other foreign residents in Shanghai, to 
Mr. C. de Montigny, Consul-General of France in China, on his 
departure from Shanghai to take the management of the gene- 
ral Consulate in Canton, which place he was unfortunately com- 
pelled to leave on account of his health, shortly aftor his 
arrival. He is now in France recovering his health, and wo 
hope soon to see him back again in China. The following is a

FRANCE. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Jan, 8,1861. 


The documents relative to China by the French official organ 
are given, as was expected, in all the Paris journals, but in 
most cases without comment. The Pays, however, has the 
following reflections on the subject :— 

The despatch of Baron Gros to the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
will have been read with curiosity, full of interest and sympathy. 
Whatever concems the external power of France and the prestige 
of our arms never finds the public cold or indifferent. The French 
army is the most striking expression of the national genius. We may 


admit some inferiority in other respects, but in the battlefield our | 


glory gains to-day over all. As Baron Gros justly says, our success 
in China is complete, and eur; all the hopes that were formed. 
The populations of those distant countries must have been greatly moved by 
the spectacle presented to them—the representative of the Emperor of 
the French entering the immense city of Peking with 2,000 of our soldiers 
for a cortege; the flags of our army and navy Aoating victoriously before 
the palanquin of the ambastador, which was borne by coolies decked with 
tricoloured insignia; the treaty of Tien-tsin and the seals of the embassy 
carried at the head of the procession by four non-commissioned officers of 
different corps; then a section of our artillery, and the streets along which 
the cortege passed lined by our soldiers—such was the spectacle presented 
at 6,000 leagues from France, in the midst of astonished mandarins, and 
of crowds who are complete strangers to our manners and habits, and it 
excites the imagination as much as it calls forth patriotic sentiments, Our 
history will inscribe wit”pride these brilliant events. 


. Tho Moniteur, in its summary of political news, say: 
It has been remarked that at the time at which the Holy Father de- 
livered his allocution before the Sacred College, the recent event accom- 
plished in China, which must have given sweet consolation to the Chief 
of the Church, were not known at Rome. In learning these great 
results of the victories of the French, namely—the bishop nominated by 
the Holy Sce replaced in possession of his flock, and the old church of 
Peking restored to divine worship—the heart of the Holy Father must 
have felt delight at the thought that the Roman Catholic faith has in the 
ae of France such intrepid defenders even in the most distant parts 
of Asia, 


A Paris letter in the Independance has the following :— 

General approbation has been expressed here at the refusal of General 
Montauban to take part in the destruction of the Summer Palace of the 
Emperor of China, because that refusal is ascribed to the desire of the 
General not to assume the responsibility of the seemingly barbarous 
character of such a measure. Itt is, however, right to observe that of all 
the means employed by the’ Allies to constrain the Chinese 
Government to accede to their requirements, tho act in question, 
which cost the life of no one, was the most efficacious. It appears, 
besides, from the English documents published, that the French authori- 
ties only refused their co-operation in the act, because they feared that, 
instead of hastening the re-establishment of peace, it would have a con- 
trary effect, by causing the Tartars to adopt desperate resolutions. Events 
have proved that on this occasion Lord Elgin, whose humane sentiments 
are well known in England, judged the situation more correctly ; perhaps 
if at the beginning the plenipotentiaries had aeted with the same cnergy 
and severity, aud had refused to enter into any nagotiations until they were 
beneath the walls of Peking, the war would have ended much soonct. 

Among the promotions in the Legion of Honour are two 
Grand Crosses, Generals Rohault de Fleury and General Mon- 
tauban, and one Grand Officer, General Fulgue d’Oraison. M. 
Michcl Chevalier, Grand Officer, and M. Escayrac Delauture, 
Commander. The Empcror has also conferred upon General 
Ignaticf, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
Russia in China, the Cross of Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, as an acknowledgment of the willing assistance he 
never ccased to give to the French Commissioner Extraordinary 
during the negotiation of the Treaty which has just been signed 
at Peking. 














HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amsrenpam, Jan. 7, 1861. 


The great event of the day is the final acceptance on the 
part of the King of the resignation of Mynheer Rochussen, 
hitherto Colonial Minister. About a fortnight ago the Second 
Chamber, in the discussion of the Budget, after having pre- 
viously passed without a single disseutient voice the first ten 
items, threw overboard altogether the eleventh—the Colonial 
Budget—by a decided majority of 41 to 28 votes, in a very 
full house, there being only three members absent. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Rochussen made a long and very 
brilliant speech on the advantages to be derived from the in- 
troduction of free labour in Netherlands India, and in defence 
of the colonial policy followed by the present Cabinct, but to 
De purpose, aud after the division he tendered his resignation, 


The King repeatedly begged him to retract it, but finding him 
resolved to retire, he has, at length, just consented to accept 
his resignation, and appointed Mr. Lotsy, the Naval Minister, 
to undertake, provisionally, the current business of the Colo- 
nial department till arrangements are made for the definitive 
filling up of the vacant post. It is uot yet known who is to 
be the new Colonial Minister. Many persons have been named 
by the industrious quidnuncs. Amongst others, it is rumoured 
that the appointment has been offered to the ex-Minister, Mr. 
G. L, Baud, who, however, is said to hesitate, or, at all events, 
to propose conditions. 

The King has appointed a commission for drawing up a new 
code of criminal law for Netherlands India. The object sought 
to be gained is the alteration of the Code Napoleon, now 
in force in that country, and to bring it more in accordance 
with the ideas of the natives and their ancient laws, and 
adapt it to their present requirements, The members of the 
| new Commission are Mr. Junius van Hamert, Mr. Attorney- 
| General Frangois, and Professor Keyser, of the University of 
| Leyden, whilst Mr. A. de Pinto, the barrister, will undertake 
the functions of Secretary to the Commission. 

Offers have been made to the Dutch Government by Messrs. 
Glass, Elliott and Co., of East Greenwich, after laying the 
Rangoon and Singapore telegraph cable, to employ their staff 
| of engineers in raising and repairing the Singapore and Batavia 
telegraph, which appears to be helplessly broken. Itis not 
known what reply the Government has returned to this offer. 

The King has granted a charter to Messrs. H. Hope Loudon, 
P.J. Landry, W. R. Baron van Tuyll van Serooskerken, and 
Steengracht van Osterland, all residing at the Hague; Mr. J. 
van Vollenhoven, of Rottcrdam, E. A. Berkmaus de Weert, and 
G. L. J. van Hucht, of Harlem, for the formation of 4 joint- 
stock company, with limited liability, aud head-quarters at the 
Hague, for working the miues of tin, and other metals, in the 
Island of Bilhton, under the style and title of the “ Billiton 
Company.” 

A petition has been received at the Colonial Office from tho 
Dutch residents in Japan, complaining of the insecurity of their 
lives and property in that country, and of their being the con- 
tinual victims of the oppression and chicancry of native offi- 
cials, They state that tho Netherlands Consuls and Viee- 
Consuls residing in the ports of Japan opened to foreign trade 
act as if they were there more by sufferance than by right of 
treaty, and enjoy neither the respect and configlence of the na- 
tives, nor authority to protect their own countrymen, They, 
therefore, respectfully call the attention of Government to this 
very unsatisfactory state of things, and hope to sce their posi- 


tion ameliorated. 
By virtue of a Royal Decree, H.M.’s ecrow steamer de Berkel, 


now lying at Helvoetsluys, is ordered to be commissioned im- 
mediately for service in Netherlands India. The command of 
this vessel is kiven to Lieutenant of the First Class, P. van der 
Velde-Erdbrink. 

In pursuance of another Royal Decree of the 20th of De 
cember last, No. 66, the fourth-class steamer de Veckt is 
ordered to be put in commission un the 16th of January, and 
to proceed from Helvoctsluys to the East India station. Lieut, 
H. A. Modderman is appointed to the command. 

The number of vessels that arrived at this port during the 
past year amounted to 1,980, whilst 1,949 sailed. Among the 
former 354 were from British ports, 198 from Java, aud 9 
from Sumatra. Amongst the departures were 04 vessels for 
Java, 6 for Sumatra, 8 to Singapore, 1 to Kanagawa, and 5 to 
the Capo and China. 

Mr. J. Loudon, one of the*chief officers of the Civil Service 
in Netherlands India, now in this country on leave of absence, 
has been decorated by the King with the Insignia of the Royal 
Order of the Netherlands’ Lion. 

Accounts have been received by Government of the safe 
arrival of H.M.’s steam corvette, Zferlemmermeer, Lieut. Com- 
mander de Koning, on the 25th of November, at Santa Cruz, 
Teneriffe. She continued her voyage to India on the 28th of 
the same month. All well on board. 

In Holland ladies are considered as perfectly, capable of con- 
ducting intricate and responsible mercantile operations. Many 
of the banking houses and commercial firms in this city are 
carried on by the widows of their original founders. By Royal 
Decree of the 15th ultimo, No. 59, just published in the offi- 
cial Séaats-Courant, Mrs. Jane Wollenhoven, Directress of the 
Association for Marine Assurances in this city, has beer granted 
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an extension of her former concession, for ten consecutive years, 
commencing from the 1st of January, 1861. 

Mr. Th. Kroes is appointed Vice-Consul at Shanghai for H.M. 
the King of the Netherlands. 

Official accounts received here by the last overland mail 
state that the revenue of the Custom-house department in 
Java and Madura, during the month of August last, amounted 
to 1,103,316 florins, and for the first eight months of the year 
to 6,687,505 fl, showing an increase of 923,467. against the 
corresponding period of the previous year, and of 1,359,597 4. 
as compared with 1858, % 

At the adjudication of the contract for the delivery of 
3,200 tons of iron rails for the Dutch and Rhenish Railway, 
offers were sent in by sixteen different contractors, ten of 
which were from British companies and private firms, three 
Belgian, two French, and only one Dutch. 

From Harderwyk we learn that the number of recruits at 
that depdt for service in the East Indies amounts to 400 men, 
exclusive of 315 Swiss and Germans enlisted under the former 
regulations, and now doing duty with the field and service 
companies of the 2nd and 7th Regiments of the line at the 
Helder and Flushing, as reported in my former letters. In 
consequence of the great suspicion excited in the minds of the 
Dutch as to the fidelity of foreign recruits, the latter will re- 
main with the regiments into which they were drafted, and be 
employed on home sorvice, whilst the vacancies in the regiments 
in India will be filled up by recruits enlisted in Holland.

Universities is as follows:— Leyden, 608; Utrecht, 459; 
Groningen, 241; and Delft (Royal Academy), 254; total, 1,562.

RUSSIA, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
St. Peterspore, Dec, 31. 

According to an official statement published in the last num: 
ber of the Wuval Journal, there are at present nineteen Russian 
ships-of-war, with 380 guns, 247 officers, 4,365 sailors and 
marines, and with engincs of 5,150-horse power, now sta- 
tioned in the Pacific, from China to the mouth of the Amoor. 
They are as follows :—On the east coast of Siberia the corvettes 
Boyarin, Voyeoda, and Griden, the clippers Dschigit, Oprits- 
chnik, and Strelok; in the Sea of Japan the frigate Siieilana, 
the corvette Posaadik, and the clippers Najesdaik and Rus- 
boinik ; on the voyage to the Amoor via England, the frigate 
Oleg, the corvette Aalewwlu, and the clipper Adreg, and six 
guuboats in China, Japan, and the mouth of the Amoor. 

The commission of scientific officers charged with the cxami- 
nation of the auriferous deposits discovered in the Amoor 
country terminated its exploring labours on the 15th of 
August last, having ascortained two localities, one of which 
promises important results, It is situated near the river 








Modolakane, which fulls into the Modolane, and this 
latter into the Oldoy, ono of the tributaries of the 
Amoor. According to the assays made, the quantity of pure 


~old contained in every hundred poods of sand is one zolotnik,

and the grains are of middling size. The spot is at the foot of 
Mount Solkodone, which rises precipitately at the southern end 
of the high range of broken rocks between Stanovoy-Krebete and 
the Amoor. It is considered by the geologists of the expedition 
as highly probable that the gold deposits belonged originally to 
that locality, and are washed down to the valley by the rains 
with the other detritus of those mountains. The commission, 
however, did not explore that district, their official instructions 
requiring them to confine their investigations to the more 
immediate neighbourhood in the first instance. As gold 
seeking will be thrown open to the public after next year, the 
above-mentioned locality is likely to become the future resort 
of many private gold-hunters. 

Information has been received here that a French scientific 
expedition is being organised at Paris, and will very shortly 
leave Europe for the purpose of making further explorations in 
Eastern Siberia and the Amoor country. The expedition is 
placed under the care of Dr. G. Moynier, and tho 
well known ethnographer Louis d’Eichthal, and has been 
furnished with voluminous scientific instructions from 
the Academy of Arts at Paris. The needful inquiries 
have been made here through the French Embassy, whether the 
Russian Government will afford them the necessary protection 
and support, which, it is needless to add, have been most 
willingly acceded to by the Imperial Government, which is ever 
ready to conduce to the advancoment of science and promotion 
of general knowledge. 

The last accounts received here from the Amoor state that 
the Zeya, one of the four river steamers built at the establish- 
ment of Messrs. Godeffroy and Son, at Hamburg, has been put 
together and launched, her first trip up the Amoor having 
proved a perfect success. Besides a crew of fourteen men, sho 
took forty-five travelling passengers, 1,200 lbs. of luggage, and 
720 lb. of postal goods. ‘Tho second of these boats, the Oxon, 
was also completed, and had madea successful trial trip up the 
Ussouri, one of the tributaries of the Amoor, with a gunboat in 
tow, and troops for the customary relief of the garrisons of the 
military posts on Lake Chauka on board. 


DENMARK.

UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
New York, December 25, 1860. 

Our money market and stock securitics have seriously 
fluctuated since our last advices. The unsettled political condi- 
tion of the country, in spite of spasmodic reactions, continues 
to be felt with greater or less severity in all branches of our 
commercial and financial affairs. The recent arrivals of gold 
from England, with accounts of more to come forward, have 
had, however, quite a favourable effect on our securities, and 
have stayed the downward tendency. 


MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. : 

Thave to report continued dulness, and in the absence of sales of im- 
portance of all kinds of East India goods, prices are nominal, while some 
descriptions have only been forced off at concessions on former rates. 

T have no exports ofany kind to report to China since my last letter 5 
and, indeed, but little to India or to Australia, The clearances also have 
been comparatively few. ‘Ihe transactions in teas have been light, and 

uotations for the most part nominal. While the war continues in China 
hippers do not appear desirous of sending goods to that market. Not a 
bale of domestic goods was shipped last week for China, ‘There is some 
inquity for a vessel or two to load for Hong Kong; but in the absence of 
shipments of moment, rates of freight are nominal. 

Tea has been quite neglected since my last letter, and sales confined to 
jobbing lots to the trade, at prices which have not varied materially from 
last quotations. 

Ixvico.—This article has not escaped the general dulness, and we 
have only to notice sales of 18 cases of Manila at 45c. to 80c., 6 months, 
and 4 chests of Madras at 80c., 6 months. 

Daucs.—The market has been inactive for nearly all descriptions. 
Among sales making have been 25 cases East India Castor Oil, and 10 
baskets No. 1, at $1 O74c., and 20 baskets Annato, at 20c. to 25e. Re- 
fined Camphor is held at 40c., 6 months. 

GinseNnG.—A sale of 2,000 Ibs. of Southern have been made for 
shipment to China, at 50c., 6 months. 

Nora Ruszer is without sales, and quotations nominal.

THE PEACE IN CHINA. 


THE EARL OF FLGIN TO LORD JOHN RUSSELL. 
British Embassy, Peking, Oct. 25th, 1860. 

My Lord,— Prince Kung’s communication to me, of which the transla~ 
tion was forwarded in my despatch to your lordship of the 10th instant, 
and of which I furnish a duplicate translation herewith, was by no means 
a satisfactory document. Although we were receiving, day by day, fresh 
evidence of the barbarous treatment which our fellow-countrymen, who 
had been illegally arrested, had experienced at the hands of the Chinese 
authorities, and although I had constantly stated in my letters to him that 
I could not entertain proposals for the establishment of peace until they 
should have been restored, he makes in it no allusion to them at all; on 
the contrary, he refers somewhat flippantly to posce as alre existing, 
complains of the advance of the army to the Palace of Yuen-min-yuen, 
and endeavours to make conditions respecting the cession of the gate of 
the city, with the manifest intention of giving to that act the appearance 
of an arrangement entered into for mutual convenience, rather than of an 
absolute surrender. To have accepted such a communication as satis- 
factory, and as the basis on which an agreement for the final settlement of 
our differences with China might be built, would have been, in my judg- 
ment, to compromise the most important objects for which this costly ex- 

ition was undertaken, Thepeo le of China would have been ere long 
Totormed that we had been battled. by the defences of Peking. In the 
more secret councils of the Imperial Court it would have been argued 
that the arrest of the prisoners had been a successful measure, as it had, in 
some d at least, paral: our movements, and gratified the resent. 
ment of the Emperor, without entailing any specific penalty. Low as is 
the standard of morals which now obtains in China on such points, we 
should, in my opinion, have still further lowered it i,we had not treated 
the act in question as a high crime calling for severe etribution. 

Such being the convictions at which I had arrived after a full and 
suxious consideration of all the circumstances of the case, and of the 
obligations which those circumstances imposed upon me, I had to deter- 
mine how I could best give effect to them, but here I found mysdf beset 
with difficulties of no common magnitude. 

Lieut.-General ae Bere Grant, as your lordship will perceive from 
my correspondence with him, of which a copy is transmitted herewith, 
held the opinion that his orate mma commence its march towards Tien- 
tain on or before the Ist of November ; and, further,-that any attack on 
Peking, or on the public buildings contained therein, unless preceded by 
some fresh provocation on the part of the Chinese, would be inconsistent 
with the conditions on which he had accepted the surrender of the Anting 
gate of the city. m Gros was, on the other hand, most desirous that 
We should take no step which might prevent us from obtaining the signa- 
ture of the Convention and the ratification of the treaties of 1858. On this 
point I entirely agreed with his excellency ; but I confess that I attached 
more importance to the impression which we might leave behind us on our 
departure from this place thanto any formal stipulations by which the Chinese 
authorities would bind themselves. It was necessary, therefore, to discover 
some act of retribution and furlshoent sufficiently severe to produce the 
required effect, and yet capable of such rapid execution that it would be 
possible after it had been accomplished to complete, before the Ist of 

jovember, the treaties of peace, and such further measures as might be 
,Tamediately necessary to put them into operation. This had to be done 
iwithout attacking Peking, or anything within Peking, and in such a man- 
ner as to make the blow fall on the Emperor, who was clearly responsible 
for the crimes committed ; without, however, terrifying his brother, whom 
he had left behind him to Tepresent him, as to drive him from the field. 

‘The destruction of the Yuen-min-yuen Palace, coupled with the exac- 
tion, as a preliminary to negotiations, and in name of compensation to the 
sufferers, of such a sum of money as could be raised on the spot by the 
Goverment, seemed to me to be the only combination which fallled all 
these conditions. I had also at one time resolved to require that a monu- 
ment should be erected at the expense of the Chinese Government, stating 
the circumstances of the arrest and murder of the British subjects illegally 
captured, who had died from the effects of their ill-treatment in prison, and 
the penalty which had been inflicted for the deed; but this proposal I 
finally abandoned for reasons which I have explained elsewhere. 

As the destruction of Yuen-min-yuen is, however, an act to which ex- 
ception with apparent reason be taken, it is my duty before 
closing this despatch to say a few words respecting the only modes of 
inflicting « specific punishment for the crime in question which, limited as 






































were my means of action for the reasons above stated, I could have 
adopted as substitutes for that measure, 

1 might, perhaps have demanded a large sum of money, not as compen- 
sation for the sufferers, but as a penalty inflicted on the Chinese Govern- 
ment, But independently of the objection in principle to making a high 
crime of this nature a mere money question, I hold on this point the 

inion which is, [believe, entertained by all persons without exception 
tho have investigated the subject, that in the present disorganised state of 
the Chinese Government to obtain large pecuniary indemnities from it is 
simply impossible, and that all that can be done practically in the matter 
isto peropriats such a portion of the customs revenue as will still leave to 
it a sufficient interest in that revenue to induce it to allow the natives to 
continue to trade with foreigners. It is calculated that it will be necessary 
to take 40 per cent. of the gross customs revenue of China for about four 

ars in order to procure payment of the indemnities already claimed b 
Haron Gros and me under instructions from your lordship and the Frenel 
Government, . 

Embarrassing questions respecting the occupation of Chinese territ« 
are involved in this arrangement, and I do not think that it would be 
visable to bind the Chinese Government by engagements which would 
cause the term of liquidation of these indemnities to be indefinitely 
extended. 

Or, I might have required that the persons guilty of cruclty to our 
countrymen, or of the violation of a flag of truce, should be surrendered. 
But if I had made this demand in general terms, some miscrable subordi- 
nates would probably have been given up, whom it would have been diffi- 
cult to pardon and impossible to punish. And if I had specified San-ko- 
lin-sin, of whose guilt, in violating a flag of truce, evidence sufficient to 
ensure his condemnation by a court-martial could be furnished, I should 
have made a demand which, it may be confidently affirmed, the Chinese 
Government would not have conceded, and mine could not have enforced, 
I must add, that throwing the responsibility for the acts of Government in 
this way on individuals, resembles too closely the Chinese mode of con- 
ducting war to approve itself altogether to my judgment. Having, there- 
fore, to the best of my judgment, examined the question in all its bearings, 
I came to the conclusion that the destruction of Yuen-min-yuen was the 
least objectionable of the several courses open to me, unless I could have 
reconciled it to my sense of duty to suffer the crime which had been com- 
mitted to pass practically unavenged. 1 had reason, moreover, to believe 
that it was an act which was calculated to produce a greater effect in China, 
and on the Emperor, than persons who look on from a distance may 
su 








pose. 
It was the Emperor's favourite residence, and its destruction could not 
fail to be a blow to his pride as well as to his feelings. To this place, as 
appears from the depositions of the Sikh troopers, copies of which were 
enclosed in my despatch to your lordship of October 13, he brought our 
hapless countrymen, in order that they might undergo their severest tor- 
tures within its precincts. Here have been found the horses and the 
accoutrements of the troopers seized, the decorations torn from the breast 
of agallant French officer, and other effects belonging to the prisoners. 
As almost all the valuables had already been taken from the palace, the 
army will go there, not to pillage, but to mark, by a solemn act of retribu- 
tion, the horror and indignation with which we were inspired by the per- 
petration of a great crime. The punishment was one which would fall, 
not on the people, who may be comparatively innocent, but exclusively on 
the Emperor, whose direct personal responsibility for the crime committed 
is established, not only by the treatment of the prisoners at Yuen-min- 
Yuen, but also by the edict enclosed in my despatch of the 22ud October, 
in which he offers a pecuniary reward for the heads of the forcigners, 
adding, that he is ready to expend all his treasure in these wages of 
assassination. 

L have now submitted as full a statement as it is in my pone to furnish, 
of the motives which determined the tenor of the despatch which I 
addressed to Prince Kung, in replying to his communication to me of the 
12th nt, I conclude by enclosing a copy of it, and a translation of 
the rejoinder which it called forth.—I have, &.,

My Lord,—I have the honour to enclose herewith the translation of a 
draft note in the vermilion pencil (and therefore purporting to be the 
Emperor's autograph) found with several other papers at the Palace of 
Yuen-ming-yuen. It relates to the question of the presentation of the 
ister, Mr. Ward, to the Emperor, when he visited Peking 
last year. It is important, inasmuch contains a distinct assertion on the 
Emperor's part, to the effect that Mr. Ward’s offer to pay to him the same 
marks of respect as to his own President was absurd, because it implied 
the placing of China on an equal rank with the barbarian nations. ‘The 
Emperor's affectation of superiority is not in itself of much consequence 
to other sovereigns, but it has an unfavourable bearing as regards the 
validity of the Treaty rights which they obtain from him on behalf of 
their subjects, because it imparts to them in some sort the character of 
concessions made of pure grace by a suzerain to vasscals, and enjoyed 
therefore, under some not very defmable conditions of fealty.—I have, &c.

THE RATIFICATION OF THE TREATY. 


“ British Embassy, Peking, Oct. 26. 

“ My Lord,—In my despatch of the 23rd inst, I enclosed the copy of 
letter from myself to the Prince of Kung, fixing the 24th inst. for the 
signature of the Convention of Peking, and for the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of the Treaty of Tien-tsin. 

“ Thave now the honour to report that, on the day appointed, I went to 
the Hall of Ceremonies, which is near the southern wall of the Tartar 
city, accompanied by Sir Hope Grant and several officers of rank, and at 
tended by an escort, furnished by order of the Commander-in-Chief, I 
found the Prince of Kung already there, surrounded by a large number of 
Mandarins of distinction. 

“ After the exhibition of our respective full powers, we proceeded to 
the signature of the Convention, which does not materially differ from the 
draught transmitted to your Lordship from Tien-tsin in my despatch of 
the 8th of September. “Two Articles have, however, been added to those 
contained in that draught, the one legalising emigration and the other 
ceding to her Majesty that portion of the township of Cowloon which 
is included in the lease granted to Harry Smith Parkes, Esq., C.B., 
on behalf of the British Government, by the Governor-General of the 
Two Kwang. 

“The signature of the Convention was followed by the exchange of 
the ratifications of the Treaty of Tien-Tsin, and, as the Chinese form of 
ratification is different from ours, I thought it proper to require that the 
Prince of Kung should certify on the face of the document, under his 
signature and seal, that the form adopted was binding on the Emperor. 

A minute, recording the proceedings which had taken place in con- 
nection with the exchange of the ratifeations, was then drawn up in 
duplicate, and signed and sealed by the Plenipotentiaries, of which 
duplicates one was delivered to the Prince of Kung, and the other 
to me. 

“T enclose herewith the Convention of Peking, duly signed and sealed 
by myself and the Prince of Kung, the Treaty of Tien-tsi tified by 
the Emperor of China, and the minute certifying the act of ratification, 
signed and sealed by the Plenipotentiaries, and I have committed these 
important documents to the care of Mr. Loch, my private secretary, in 
order that he may in person deliver them to yout Lorlchip. 

“T commend Mr. Loch to your Lordship’s favourable consideration. 
He was illegally scized and cast into prison by the Chinese authorities on 
the 18th ult., while engayed in the discharge of his official duties, and his 
conduct under very trying circumstances was in the highest degree 
creditable to him.—I have, &c., LGIN and KINCARDINE.

THE PRISONERS, 
“British Embassy, Peking, Oct. 26. 

“My Lord,—When I addressed to your Lordship my despatch of the 13th 
.; of the total number of 26 British subjects seized by the Chinese autho- 
on the 18th ult., while under the protection of a flag of truce, 13 only 
—namely, Mr. Parkes, Mr. Loch, and eight Sikh troopers, had been re 
tumed. “Since that date two Sikh troopers have been restored to us 
alive, though suffering severely from the effects of ill-treatment ; and 12 
corpses have been given up, among which have been recognized the re- 
mains of Lieutenant Anderson, Mr. De Norman, and Mr. Bowlby. 

“ Of the regrets inspired by the sad fate of Lientenant Anderson and 
M. De Normau I have aheady written. Mr. Bowlby was the correspon- 
dent of The Times. He made the p: from England in the same 
steamer as myself, and I became acquainted with hima during the voyage. 
T deplore his loss, not only because he was a highly accomplished and’ well- 
informed gentleman, but also because from the conscientious and liberal 
spirit in whieh he addressed himself to the investigation of the singularly 
complicated problems presented by the moral, social, political, and com- 
mercial condition of Uhina, I had conceived the hope that he would be 
the means of diffusing sound information on many points on which it is 
most important for the national interests that the British public should be 
correctly informed. ‘Ihe other corpses sent in are those of eight Sikh 
troopers and of one English dragoon. 

“ Of the British subjects captured, therefore, Captain Brabazon, of the 
Royal Artillery, is alone unaccounted for, The silence of the Chinese 
authorities, who always plead ignorance of his fate when questioned on 
the subject, and rumours which reach us from various quarters, lead us to 
fear that he must have met a violent death. It is reported that, together 
with a French gentleman (a priest, acting as interpreter to General de 
Montauban), he was beheaded after the action of the 2ist ult., by diree- 
tion of a Chinese General who was wounded on that oceasion, and who 
in his exasperation is said to have ordered that these two prisoners, who 
chanced to be in his power, should be executed. I am inclined to credit 
this report, although f'tave no positive evidence of its accuracy. Cap- 
tain Brabazon was an officer of much promise, and held the appointment 
of Deputy- Assistant-(uartermaster-General of Artillery.

CONVENTION BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND THE 
EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


Signed, in the English and Chinese languages, at Peking, October the 
gm ig! uth, 1868" lag Bs 


Her Majesty the Qucen of Great Britain and Ireland, and his Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of China, being alike desirous to bring to an end 
the misunderstanding at present existing between their respective Govern- 
ments, and to secure their relations against further interruption, have for 
this purpose appointed plenipotentiaries, that is to say—her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine g 
and his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China, his Imperial Highness 
the Prince of Kung, who, having met and communicated to each other 
their full powers, and finding these to be in proper form, have agreed 
upon the following convention, in nine articles :— 


Art. 1 

A breach of friendly relations having been occasioned by the act of the 
garrison of Taku, which obstructed her Britanic Majesty's representative 
when on his way to Peking for the purpose of exchanging the ratifications 
of the treaty of peace concluded at Tien-tsin in the month of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-cight, his Imperial Majesty the Emperor 
of China expresses his deep regret at the misunderstanding so occasioned, 


Arr. IL, 

It is further expressly declared that the arrangement entered into at 
Shanghai in the month of October, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, between her Britannic Majesty's Ambassador, the Earl of 

in and Kincardine, and his Imperial Majesty's Commissioners, 
Kweiliang aud Hwashana, regarding the residence of her Britannic 
Majesty's representative in China, is hereby cancelled; and that, in ac~ 
cordance with Article III. of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight, her Britannic Majesty's representative will henceforward 
reside permanently or occasionally at Peking, as her Britannic Majesty 
shall be pleased to decide. 





Art. IIL 

It is agreed that the separate article of the Treaty of 1858 is hereby an- 
nulled, and that in licu of the amount of indemnity therein specified, his 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall pay the sum of eight mill 
of taels in the following proportions or instalments, namely—at Tien-tsin, 
on or before the 3th day of Nov., the sum of 500,000 tacls ; at Canton, 
and on or before the Ist of Dec., 1860, 333,333 taels, lesa the sum which 
shall have been advanced by the Canton authorities towards the completion 
of the British Factory site at Shameen, and the remainder, at the ports open 
to foreign trade, in quarterly payments, which shall consist of one-fifth of 
the gross revenue from customs there collected. The first of the said pay- 
ments being due on the 31st day of Dec., 1860, for the quarter terminating 
on that day. oa 

It is further agreed that these moneys shall be paid into the hands of 
anofficer whom her Britannic Majesty's representative shall specially ap- 
point to receive them, and that the accuracy of the amounts shall, before 
payment, be duly ascertained by British and Chinese officers appointed to 
discharge this duty. 

In order to prevent future discussion, it is moreover declared that of the 
eight millions of tacls herein guaranteed, two millions will be appropriated 
to the indemnification of the British mercantile community at Canton, for 
losses sustained by them, and the remaining six millions to the liquidation 
of war expenses. 














Art. 1V. 

It ia agreed that on the day on which this Convention is signed his Im- 
perial Majesty the Emperor of China shall open the port of ‘Tien-tsin to 
trade, and that it shall be thereafter competent to British subjects to ree 
side and trade there under the sume conditions as at any other port of 
China by treaty open to trade, 








Art. V. 

As soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred. 
and fifty-cight shall have been exchanged, his Imperial Majesty the Em- 
peror of China will, by decree, command the high authorities of every 
province to proclaim throughout their jurisdictions that Chinese choosing 
to take service in the British colonies, or other parts beyond sea, are at 
perfect liberty to enter into engagements with British subjects for 
pore, and to ship themselves and their families on board any Br 
at any of the open ports of China; also, that the high authorities afore- 
said shall, in concert with her Britannic Majesty's representative in China, 
frame such regulations for the protection of Chinese emigrating, as above, 
as the circumstances of the different open ports may demand. 


Art. VL. 

With a view to the maintenance of law and order in and about the 
harbour of Hong Kong, his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China 
agrees to cede to her Majesty, the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and to her heirs and successors, to have and to hold as a dependency of 
her Britannic Majesty's colony of Hong Kong, that portion of the town- 
ship of Cowloon in the province of Kwang-Tung of which a lease was 

ranted in perpetuity to Harry Smith Parkes, Esq., Companion of the 
San a member of the Allied “Commission at Canton, on behalf of her 
Britannic Majesty’s Govemment, by Lan Tsung Kwang, Governor 
General of the Two Kwang. 

It is further declared that the lease in question is hereby cancelled ; that 
the claims of any Chinese to property on the said portion of Cowloon 
shall be duly investigated by a mixed commission of British and Chinese 
ofticers ; and that compensation shall be awarded by the British Govern 
ment to any Chinese whose claim shall Le by the said commission esta- 
blished, should his removal be deemed necessary by the British Govern- 
ment, 
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Arr. VII. 

It is agreed that the provisions ot the Treaty of 1858, except in so far 
ys these are modified by the present Convention, shall without delay come 
into operation as soon aa the ratiGicatiuns of the treaty aforesaid shall have 
been exchanged. 

It is further agreed that no separate ratification of the present Conven- 
tion shall be necessary, but that it shall take effect from the date of its 
signature, and be equally binding with the treaty above mentioned on the 
‘high contracting parties.

It is agreed that as soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of the year 
1858 shall have been exchanged, his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
China shall, by decree, command the bigh authorities in the capital and 
im the provinces to print and publish the aforesaid treaty and the presont 
Convention, for general information, 

Agr. IX. 

It is agreed that as soon as this Convention shall have been signed, the 
ratifications of the Treaty of the year 1858 shall have been exchanged, 
and an imperial decree respecting the publication of the said Convention 
and Treaty shall have been promulgated as provided for by Art. VILL of 
this Convention, Chusan shall be evacuated by her Britannic Majesty's 
troops tbere stationed, and her Britannic Majesty's force now before 
Peking shall commence its march towards the city of Tien-tsin, the forts 
of Taku, the north coast of Shang-tung, and the city of Canton, at each 
or all of which places it shall be at the option of her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain and Ireland to retain a force until the indemnity of eight 
anillions of tals, guaranteed in Art. III., shall have been paid.

THE FRENCH DESPATCHES FROM CHINA. 

The Moniteur continues the publication of documents con- 
nected with the late proceedings iu China, In a report from 
the Commander of the French Corps of Operations in that 
country to the Marshal Minister of War occurs the following 
account of the plundering of the Summer Palace :— 

“ After a rather difficult march we reached the village of Yuen-ming- 
yuen at 7 o'clock; we followed a road paved with granite flags, and we 
passed over ahandsome bridge leading to the Imperial Palace, the entrance 
‘of which faces the bridge, and is distant only 200 metres; the road be- 
tween the bridge and the palace is bordered on the left by a row of stately 
trees; on the right is a large square containing a row of fine houses, the 
residences of the principal mandarins. 

“Before bivouacking 1 determined to examine the entrance of the pa- 
Jace, which was closed by a very strong gate, and by barriers on the right 
and left. It was said that there were Tartars in the courts and gardens 
inside the gates. I immediately sent two companies of marine infantry to 
examine the entrance of the palace and the wood behind, as well as my 
orderly officer, Lieutenant de Pina, of the navy. This officer, hearing a 
noise inside, summoned them to open the gates, and, receiving no answer, 
he had a ladder brought and ecaled the wall, followed by Ensign Vivenon. 
On reaching the top they saw Tartars armed with spikes, bows and arrows, 
and muskets, who appeared ready to defend the gate. On. perceiving 
our officers these men retired, and Lieutenant de Pina got over the wall 
to open the gate to our troops. 

“ At that moment the Tartarsreturned to attack M. Pina, and a conilict 
took place between him and the men who were hastening up. He bravely 
resisted, and fired some shots with a revolver, but was wounded in the left 
hand and the right wrist, The Marines went to his assistance and to that 
of their officer, M. Vivenon, who had received a ball in the side, and the 
Tartars, afier a useless resistance, took to flight in disorder, leaving behind 
them three men killed, and carrying off several wounded. 

« The noise of the firing having attracted me tothe spot, Imade General 
Collineau come up with the brigade, and occupy strongly the first court- 
yard of the palace, not wishing to advance further during the night in an 
unknown place. About 700 or 800 Tartars, who were behind a series of 
palaces which extended to the woods, might have attempted to disquiet 
our men. But the night passed without events, and the next day, very 
early in the morning, I went to the palace, accompanied by Generals 
Jamin and Collineau, by the chief of my staff, and the English Brigadier 
Pattle, with whom were Major Sley, of the Queen’s Dragoons, and Col. 
Fowley. A company of infantry preceded us, to assure our march, but the 
Palaces were completely evacuated by the Tartars. 

“7 was anxious that our allies should be present at this first visit to 
the palace, which I suspected must contain great riches. After passing 
through several apartments of indescribable splendour, I had sentinels 
placed everywhere, and I selected two artillery offivers to see that no one 
entered the palace, and that everything should remain as it was until the 
ame of General Grant, who was sent for immediately by Brigadier 

rattle. 

«The English officers having arrived, we consulted what we had better 
do with all these riches, and we appointed three commissioners of each 
nation, with instructions to set apart the objects of greatest value as curio- 
sities, so that an equal division might be made ; it would have been im- 
possible to think of carrying away the whole of the property, our means 
of transport being very limited. 

“ Soon after a further search led to the discovery of a sum of about 
800,000F. in small ingots of gold and silver. ‘The same commission also 
proceeded to make an equal division between the two armies, which gave 
about 80f. to each of our soldiers. The division among the men was 
made by a commission which was composed of all the chiefs of the corps, 
and of the different branches of the service, and was presided over by Gen. 
Jamin. The commission, having deliberated in the name of the army, de 
clared that the latter desired, as @ souvenir, to make a present to the £m- 


peror, the Empress, and the Prince Imperial, of the whole of the curious 
articles carried off from the palace, 














“The army was unanimous in approving this offering to the chief of 
the State, who wiil consider it as a mark of gratitude of his soldiers for 
having been sent on the most nt expedition that was ever undertaken, 

“ Atthe moment of the division between the two armies I insisted, in the 
name of the Emperor, that Lord Elgin should make the first choice for 
the Queen of England. 

Lord Elgin selected a baton of command of the Emperor of Chita, in 
green jade, of great value, and mounted wiih gold. A second baton, simi- 

in every respect, having been found, Lord Elgin im his tum resolved 
that it should be reserved for the Emperor of the French. ‘There was, 
therefore, perfect equality in this first choice. 

“ It would be impossible for me to describe to you, Monsieur le Maréchal, 
the magnificence of the numerous buildings which succeed each other 
over an extent of four leagues, and which composes what is called the 
Summer Palace of the Emperor, being a succession of pagodas, all con- 
taining gods in gold, silver, and bronze, of gigantic dimensious. One deity 
in bronze—a Bouddha-.is about 70 feet high; gardens, lakes, and objects 
of curiosity heaped up for centuries past in the midst of buildings of white 
marble, roofed with dazzling varnished tiles of all colours, add to that the 
view over a delightful country, and your Excellency will have but a very 
feeble idea of what we have scen. 

«In each of the pagodas there exist, not objects, but whole storerooms 

of objects of every kind. To mention to you only one fact: there are 
such quantities of the finest silk goods that we have wrapped up in pieces 
of silk all the articles which I send to his Majesty. 
What makes one sad in the midst of all these splendours of the past, 
is the carelessness and waste of the present Goverament, and of the two 
or three which preceded it. Nothing is taken care of, and the most 
beautiful things, with the exception of those which ornainent the palace 
which the Emperor inhabits, are in a deplorable state of degradation. 

“Tn one of the pagodas, that of the carriages, at half a league from 
the inhabited part of the palace, we found two maguil English 
vehicles, a present from the embassy of Lord Macartney. , as well 
as their gilded harness, were in the place where they must have been 
placed forty-four years ago, without a particle of the dust with which they 
were covered having been ever removed. 

“It would require a volume to describe all I have seen; my greatest 
rearet is that [have no photographer attached to the expedition, so that I 
might lay before the Ewperor the picture of what language cannot 
express.” 

















THE FRENCH CO! TION. 

The following is the French Pienipotentiary’s description of 

the ceremonial which attended the signing of the Treaty of 

Peace in the Hall of Ceremonies, Peking, a summary of which 
has already appeared in our columns.

Monsieur le Ministre,—I hasten to forward to youa copy of the Conven- 
tion which I signed yesterday with Prince Kong, the Emperor's brother, 
and I send you also a copy of the minute of the exchange of the ratitica- 
tions of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, an exchange which took place at the same. 
sitting, Our success is complete, and exceeds all my hopes. 

On the 25th, the day fixed for the signature of the Convention, Teft the 
city at eight in'the morning, and re-entered it officially with 2.000 men of 
all’ arms, forming a cortege. ‘The flags of the 1Ulsi aud J02nd Regi- 
ments of the Line, and that of the Marines, preceded my palanquin, which 
was borne by eight covlies in livery, with triculoured fringes on their 
caps. 

TPhe treaty of Tien-tsin and the seals of the embassy were carried be- 
fore me by four sub-otticers of different corps ; a detachment of horse 
artillery followed my palanquin, and after them marched several battalions

ty 
At the entrance of the town, fiftcen mandarins, in full costume and on 
horseback, came to receive, compliment, and couduct me to the Prince, 
who was waiting at the Li-Pou, or Tribunal of Rites. It took us nearly 
two hours to arrive at the Li-Pou, and we passed through crowds of 
people, who were more curious than ill-intentioned. 

When my palanquin entered the courtyard which preceded the hall pre= 
ared for the signature of the Convention, this young prince rose with all 
is suite, and advanced towards me; I, in consequence, made the bearers 

stop, and alighted in order to join the Prince before ke had crossed 
the threshold. He held out his hand to me, aud I tovk it with an 
inclination of the body, at the same time thanking him for having 
been kind enough to mandarins to receive me at the gates of the 
town, I added that Iwas happy to come to sign with him a treaty of 
peace, which I firmly hoped would never be broken ; and I said aiter- 
wards that I expressed the sentiments of the Emperor of the French in 
forming: the most sincere wishes that such might be the case. The 
Prince gave me his hand a second time, ad pointed to an arms 
chair which had been prepared for me at his left, which is the place of 
honour in China. General de Montauban was placed at my left, and the 
officers of his staff and of the army occupied the left side of the saloon, 
M. de Bastard and M. de Vernouillet, secretaries, and two interpreters of 
the mission were between the Prince and my Accrowd of mandarins, 
with buttons of all colours, occupied the ‘right side of the hall, The 
Prince and those present wore robes of ceremony, and the former had 
a double string of ornaments of amber round his neck. The Prince 
alone had no button in his cap, which was of the kind generally worn in 
winter, ae 

Each having taken his place, [requested that his Imperial Highness 

would please to first sign the four Chinese texts of the Conveution of 
Peking, and I first signed the four French texts, When the signatures 
were given and the seals affixed to the eight copies, I said to the Prince 
that, peace being happily restored between the two empires, a salute of 
twenty-one guns vould be fired by the French artillery, aud T announced 
to him that I should immediately request the commander-in-chicf of the

REBELLION IN CHINA, 

Arrer a ten years’ revolution in the southern provinces of 
the Empire—those regions from which in a great measure the 
supplies for the capital are drawn—we cannot be surprised to 
hear that a new movement of insurgents has taken place in one 
of the northern provinces of China, contiguous, indeed, to 
Pechili itself. It appears by the rumours afloat in Shanghai, 
that a certain opulent banker in Shanai, who was accustomed 
to accommodate the Emperor when in pecuniary difficulties, 
had been duped by the officials. He had on a late occasion 
lent money, which had been speedily returned ; soon after- 
wards the demand came again for a larger sum ; in his simpli- 
city he forwarded the last re-payment in common with his own 
pure gold. Alas! he had been repaid with spurious metal, and 
his having proffered it again asaloan might have been hisruin, 
but for his friends, who rallied round him to oppose the Imperial 
extortioners. Thus the new Shansi rebellion is simply a case of 
the people taking the power into their own hands, and seems to 
show a determined opposition to unjust oppression. The out- 
break is, we think, ominous of a coming storm. The whole 
fabric of China is now shaken, and the moral effect of this con- 
tinual disturbance of social order and trade is being felt 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. The shock to 
the Imperial Government which has recently occurred will be 
known on the'confines of Thibet and throughout Tartary. The 
charm is broken ; the enemy has reached Peking, and planted 
his colours on its walls, Happy is it for the Manchus that 
that banner was not the ensign of the Ming revolutionists, but 
the flag of a nation ready to treat for peace, and hopeful yet in 
their future good faith, 

As regards the original insurgent bands, of whom we have 
expressed our views pretty clearly of late, we find them at their 
old pursuits again—sacking and burning—pillaging every town 
and village within their reach, and leaving the wretched inha- 
hitants who chose to re-establish themselves but a slender 
hope of permanent security, Notwithstanding all we have 
heard of their doctrines and practices—albeit the reports are 
various and many sided—we cannot agree with our great con- 
Yemporary, The Times, that “we have no certain knowledge 
“upon the subject.” It is by cross-examination of the witnesses, 
and by the diversity of their evidence, which often arises from 
mere partizanship, that we must hope, nay, we are able, to arrive 
at sufficient certainty. If we seek to strengthen some foregone 
conclusion, we have only to turn to the pages of the Blue- 
Book for Mr. Wade’s views, or to the works of Mr. T. T. Mea- 
dows or Mr. Scarth for theirs. Mr. Wade has depicted the 
state of affairs in Nanking like a faithful historian; he has 
described things as they lay before his eyes, and related facts 
told him by rebel soldiers and officers themselves ; besides this, 
he has translated rebel documents, which surely are to be relied 
upon, If we cannot judge them out of their own mouths, 




















what other evidence can be so strong as their own story told by 
themselves? Mr. Wade finds the suburbs of Nanking a desert, 
with all its former glory swept away; no trade was allowed up 
to that time; two or three chandlers’ shops and old-clothes 
shops were the sum of the trade allowed in the vicinity. 
“Within Nanking there was even greater desolation. The 
“number of houses standing is very great, but there is a 
lamentable dearth of population, and a total absence of com- 
“ mercial life of any kind.” While the vices common among 
Chinamen, especially opium-smoking, were practised in the city 
to the extent of one-third of the population, And if we turm 
to some of their printed papers, we shall find enough to con- 
firm us in our conclusion, that a creed which has produced 
such direful fruits must contain articles militating against the 
truth. If the following are not the effusions of fanatics, no 
words can express more clearly blasphemy against God and in- 
human cruelty towards man :—“ The King of the East redeems 
“ from sickness; he is a holy spirit. The Father sent him 
“ down with a commission to exterminate the demons (i. ¢. the 
“ Chinese). In ransoming the sick he suffered equally with the 
“Elder Brother (i.¢, Jesus Christ). The Father and Elder 
« Brother set us to rule the Heavenly Kingdom (i.e. China), To 
“sweep away and exterminate the devilish spirits; foreign 
“ younger brethren of the Western Ocean (Europeans). Join 
“us in doing service and extinguishing the reptiles.” Here 
God is robbed of his honour, and his attributes are given to 
another. Foreigners are insulted, too, by being called “ younger 
brethren ;” and the theme of the whole appears to be nothing 
short of “extermination” of the Chinese people who resist 
them. The proceedings of these revolutionists have manifested 
too plainly the earnestness and reality of their denunciations 
and:threats. Facts have been a comment upon the words, and 
the words help us to explain the facts. 

By the Tenth Article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, it is stipu- 
lated that “British merchant ships shall have authority to 
“trade upon the great river (the Yang-tse).” With this 
branch of our China trade in view, we may look forward either 
to a collision between the rebels and our men-of-war, or to & 
peaceable settlement of the country by the laying down of the 
rebel arms. It is our opinion that the revolutionists on the 
banks of the Yang-tse will have but an ephemeral existence as 
soon as our trade begins to develope itself in that direction. 
And even without this their character and prospects bespeak an 
early demise. Lord Elgin says, in his despatch to the Earl of 
Malmesbury, dated Shanghai, January 5, 1859 :—“The tone of 
“ the natives with whom I conversed certainly left on my mind 
“ the impression that they viewed the rebellion with feelings 
“akin to those with which they would have regarded earth- 
« quake or pestilence, or any other providential scourge. When 
“Tome to describe the state of the towns which I visited, 
« your lordship will probably see the grounds for the opinion 
“ that it is not so very surprising that the peaceful inhabitants 
of China should form this estimate of their interest in these 
“ revolutionary proceedings, from which some of their enthu- 
“ siastic friends among foreigners at one time expected such 
“ great results.” But enough! This is the testimony of an- 
other eye-witness.

Woolwich. 

The Undaunted, 51, one of the improved class of large screw frigates 
building, was launched from Chatham yardon the Ist. Though nominally 

das a frigate, she is considerably larger than most of the line-of- 
Battle ships now afioat, being only two feet less than the screw three- 
decker, Prince of Wales, 131 guns, launched a short time since at Ports- 
mouth, and nearly double the tonnage of many of our line-of-battle ships 
built a quarter of acentury ago. 

It appears from the last official return, recently published, that there are 
at present being built in the various dockyards for her Majesty's Govern- 
ment 43 vessels of war, carrying from 1 to 91 guns respectively, and each

—the Belvidera, 51 ; the Bulwark, 91; the Myrmidon, 4 ; the Rattlesnake, 
21; the Reindeer, 17; and the Royal Oak, 91; five at Deptford—the 
Columbine, 11; the Endymion, 36; the Favourite, 22; the Rattler, 17 ; 





and the Speedwell, 5; four at Devonport—the Africa, 11; the Ister, 
96, the Ocean, 91, and the Robust, 91; four at Portsmouth—the Chanti- 
cleer, 17, the Dryad, 51, the Glasgow, 51, and the Royal Alfred, 91 ; at 
Millwall, the Lily, 4; at Glasgow, the Black Prince, 86; at Jarrow, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, the Defence, 22; at Sheemess, the North Star, 22 ; 
at Poplar, the Resistance, 16; and at Newhaven, the Tyrian gunboat: 
During the last three months 1] men-of-war have been tompleted and 
launched—viz., four from Deptford—the Newcastle, 51, the Rapid, 11, 
the Rosario, 11, and the Zebra, 17; from Millwall, the Eclipse, 4, and the 
Siar, 4; from Devonport, the Liverpool, 51, and the Petrel, 11; from 
Chatham, the Undaunted, 51; from Blackwall, the iron-plated frigate 
‘Warrior, 36, and from Plymouth, the Trinculo gunboat. 

Sir John Pennefather is about to resign the Aldershot command, and 
it is not unlikely that either Sir Richard Airey, the Quartermaster-General, 
or Sir William Codrington, from Gibraltar, will succeed bim. 

The Coloneley of the 28rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers is vacant by the 
death of Lieuténant-General Rainey. It is very probable that Major- 
General George Macdonald, an old Peninsular and Waterloo officer, will 
be selected for this post. 

The Isle of Wight mail packet, while proceeding between Ryde and 
Cowes, recently, was struck near the stern by a shot from the shore, where 
gunnery practice was going on. The captain, fearing some serious damage 
‘was done, prepared to lower his boats to save his passengers, The steers 
‘man had just altered his course, or the shot would have raked the stern and 
Probably have killed some of the passengers. 

Mr. Hobbs, of this dockyard, has been appointed temporary accountant 
at Sheerness, vice Mr. Allen, who has proceeded to China. 

In accordance with orders to that effect received from the Horse Guards 
all the recruiting parties for the East India depots, at this garrison, are to 
be called in, in consequence of the intention of the authorities to reduce 
exch of the Indian regiments by 100 men, making the total strength of 
each 1,100 bayonets, _ Only one recruiting party for each regiment is to 
be detached from the depot for recruiting. 

‘The appointment of chief paymester to the Royal Artillery and Royal 
Engineers at Woolwich, which has been held for some time past by Major 
Marvin, R.A., is about to be abolished. ‘The payment will in future be 
made by the respective brigade paymasters, that of the Riding-house estab- 
lishment having been intrusted by the War Department to Paymaster 
Gibbs, Horse Brigade. Major Marvin will in consequence withraw from 
the service on a retiring pension, to which his long services entitle him. 

In a few days a competitive examination will be held to determine the 
admissions to the Royal Regiment of Artillery. For the honour and ad- 
vantage of serving her Majesty in this distinguished corps there are no 
fewer than 250 candidates. These competitors will be subjected toa most 
searching examination in various branches of learning and science, and, in 
accordance with the results of the trial, a certain select number will re- 
ceive the appointments for which all have been laboriously contending. 

Several announcements have been made in the obituary of persons 
who were on board H.M.S. Camilla, by which it is assumed that that 
‘vessel has actually foundered, with all hands, off the coast of Japan. 

Dr. Robert Beith (1852) has been removed, at the recommendation of 
Sir John Liddell, from his post as surgeon of H.M.S. Majestic, to the 
appointment of staff surgeon and medical storeleeper at the Royal Naval 

pital, Plymouth, vice Dr. George Mackay (1852), sent to Hong Kong. 

According to the statement after inspection, the condition of the screw 
steam flagship Royal Albert, 121, Capt. Henry Lacon, at Devonport, is 80 
doubtful, that a special report has been made, and until the result of the 
deliberation on that report is known, it is uncertain whether she will 
continue in commission. 

‘The guns of the Tower, and all the naval and military arsenals, fired a 
salute of 2] guns in celebration of the peace with China. 


MR. JAMES MACDONALD ON CHINA. 
+” A long letter has been published in the Daily News from the 
pen of this gentleman, lately a merchant at Shanghai, in which 
there is a great deal of astute knowledge shown on our affairs 
in that country. We select the following :— 

And now that the contest is ended, what is our position in China, and 
what have we gained or lost? We have, indeed, established our minister 
at Peking by force, ben peaceablb efforts would in time have accom- 
Plished the same end, and left no resentments behind. But we have ex- 
ended perhaps ten millions of money not to be recovered, and wasted 














many valuable lives. Owing to the revival of the rebellion we have seen 
our sales of British manufactures reduced from 300,000 or 400,000 pieces 
a month fo less than half of that quantity; while, as before said, tea has 
been greatly enhanced in cost. And so far from our living in greater security 
at the ports, these wars have agitated the Chinese and imperiled our 
safety, even amidst a mild and quiet population like that of Shanghai, Let 
easayists and romancers boast as they may of dictating a peace under the 
walls of Peking, but no true soldier will glory in triumphing over a foe who 
in the field had only bors and arrows, gingalls, and rusty swords, wherewith 
to confront the rifle and Armstrong gun. Such yictories are only less 
disastrous than defeat. However ignorant of the art of war these Chinese- 
‘Tartars now are, they have shown proofs of courage and devotion; and 
men who fear not death may yethope to learn how to defend their coun- 
try. By this war we have fearfully aggravated the disordered staie of 

hina. ‘Twelve months ago there was every hope of the’ speedy suppres- 
sion of the rebellion. But when the expedition took Chusan in April 
last the Chinese army besieging Nanking appears to have become com- 
pletely demoralised, and its officers in despair to have concluded that the 
deluge had indeed overtaken them. A sortie took place, the commander- 
in-chief was killed; many of the men, mere militia, then fraternised with 
the rebels. ‘The ery passed to Soochow, and the mass of murderous bri- 

nds poured down to the plunder of the rich cities of the Chinese Nether- 
fends, Chinkiangfoo, the best military position in Central China, com- 
mandingthe Yangtsekiang, last visited by me in 1856, and recovered from 
the rebels shortly after, was left unattacked by them; their object was the 
booty of the famous silk country. Who that has travelled through these 
fine districts, as I have often done, can think without sorrow on the hor- 
rors to which the inhabitants, lately so prosperous, have now become & 
prey? Ruthless slaughter, wherever resistance was made, towns and 
villages burnt without mercy, and thousands in their agony driven to self~ 
destruction. 


Mr. John Scarth has replied to Mr. Macdonald, and of course 
defends the rebels. He say 

“Mr. Macdonald says that ‘it is groundless to assert that tho Tertars 
are more averse to Christianity than the Chinese. Yet since the days of 
Kanghi, the first grand Emperor of China under the Manchoo dynasty, each 
of his successors has issued edicts against Christianity ; missionaries have 
suffered persecut on and martyrdom ; and in one reign alone three hun- 
dred Christian churches, which had existed during the Chinese dynasty, 
were destroyed, Kanghi made the Roman Catholic priests useful in 
showing him how to cast cannon; but these same men wero imprisoned 
and tortured by his successor. Many public documents, especially San- 
ko-lin-sin’s memorials to the Emperor, prove that the ‘doctrine of Jesus’ 
is despised and considered dangerous by the Tartar rulers of China, and 
it has been well said that the very edicts against Christianity have assisted 
to make it known in the empire.

THE PEACE WITH CHINA. 

On the 28th Dec. the Lord Mayor received the subjoined 
communication from Lord Elgin, under date of Peking, Nov. 1. 
At that time Mr. Cubitt had not assumed the office of chief

The following letter has also been addressed by Lord John

secretary to the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, arrived at the Foreign 
office this evening at seven o'clock, with despatches from his Lordship, 
enclosing a convention putting an end to hostilities with China, signed on 
the 24th of October last by his lordship with the plenipotentiary of the 
Emperor of China.

‘That part of the programme having been fulfilled, the exchange of the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Tien-tsin was proceeded to: but Prince 
Kong first called my attention to the fact that he had come, full of con- 
fidence and without a single Tartar or Chinese soldier, and placed himself 
in the midst of the whole French army.

Who, after having exchanged their full powers, found good and in due 
form, have agreed to the following articles: — 

Ant. I. 

His Majesty the Emperor of China has seen with pain the conduct 
pace by the Chinese military authorities at the mouth of the river of 

‘ien-tsin, in the month of June last year, at the moment when the 
Ministers’ Plenipotentiary of France and England there presented them- 
telves, on their way to Peking, in order to proceed to the exchange of 
the ratifications of the Treaties of Tien-tsin. 

Art. Il. 

When the Ambassador, High Commissioner of the Emperor of the 
French, shall be in Poking to proceed to the exchange of the ratifications 
of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, he shall be treated during his stay in the 
capital with the honours due to his rank, and all possible facilities shall 
be afforded him by the Chinese authorities, that be may fulfil without 
obstacles the high mission confided to bim. 

Arr, IIL 

The Treaty signed at Tien-tsin on the 27th June, 1858, shall be faith- 
fully executed in all its clauses immediately after the exchange of the 
ratifications spoken of in the picoediag, article, subject, it is well under- 
stood, to the modifications which may be made therein by the present 
Convention, 











Arr, IV. 

‘The fourth article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, by which the Emperor of 
China engaged to pay the French Government an indemnity of 2,000,000 
taels, is annulled, and is replaced by the present article, which raises to 
the sum of 8,000,000 taels the amount of the indemnity. It is agreed 
that the sums already paid by the Custom House of Canton, on account 
of the 2,000,000 taels stipulated by the Treaty of Tien-tsin, shall be con- 
sidered as having been paid in advance, ard on account of the 8,000,000 
taels referred to in this article. The stipulations made in Art. 4 of the 

of Tien-tsin, on the mode of paying the 2,000,000 taels, are an- 
. nulled. The amount of the sum which remains to be paid by the Chinese 
Government, on account of the 8,000,000 tacls stipulated by the present 
Convention, shall be provided for by sctting apart the fifth of the gross 
revenues of the custom-houses of the ports opened to foreign commerce ; 
and the payments shall be made at intervals ofthree months,commencing 
81, This sum, specially reserved for the indemnity due to France, shall 
be paid to the Minister of France, or his delegates, in Mexican piastres, or 
in sycee silver, calculated at the rate of exchange on the day of payment. 
‘Assum of 500,000 taels shall, however, be paid on account beforehand, in 
‘one sum, and at Tien-tsin, on the 30:h November next, or earlier if the 
Chinese Government thinks proper. A mixed commission, appointed by 
the Minister of France and the Chinese authorities, shall determine the 
regulations to be followed for effecting the payment of the whole indem- 
nity, for verifying its amount, giving a receipt for it, and, in short, for ful- 
filling all the formalities required in such cases.

The sum of 8,000,000 taels is allowed to the French Government as an 
indemnity for the expenditure which the circumstance of taking up arms 
against China compelled it to incur, as also to compensate the French and 
the persons under French protection who were despoiled of their property 
when the factories at Canton were burnt down, and likewise to indemnify 
the Roman Catholic missionaries who have suffered in person or property. 
The French Government will divide that sum between the parties inte- 
rested, whose claims shall have been legally established, and in proportion 
to the said claims; and it is agreed between the contracting parties that 
1,000,000 tacls shall be set apart to indemnify French subjects or persous 
under the protection of France for the losses they have sulfered or the ill- 
treatment they have undergone, and that the remaining 7,000,000 shall be 
appropriated to meet the expenses occasioned by the war.

In conformity with the Imperial edict issued on the 20th of March, 
1846, by the august Emperor Tac Kouang, the religious and charitable

‘The town and port of Tien-tsin, in the province of Petcheli, shall be 
‘open to foreign commerce, on the same conditions as the other towns and 








| ports of the empire where that commerce is already permitted, and that 

shall take place from the date of the day of the signature of the present 
Convention, which will be obligatory for the two nations without it being ne- 
cessary to exchange ratifications of it, and which shall have the same force and 
value as if it was inserted word for word in the Treaty of Tien-tsin. The 
French troops which occupy that town may, after the payment of the 
500,000 taels mentioned in Art. 4 of the present Convention, evacuate it, 
and go and establish themselves at Taku and_on the northern coast of the 
Shang Tong, whence they will afterwards retire on the same conditions as 
will preside over the evacuation of the other points which they occupy on 
the coast of the empire. The commanders-in-chief of the French forces 
shall, nevertheless, have the right of wintering their troops of all arins at 
‘Tien-tsin if they think proper, and of not withdrawing them until the mo- 
ment when the indemnities due by the Chinese Government shall have 
been entirely pa‘d, unless it may suit the commanders-in-chief to make 
them leave before tha period 

Art. VIIL 

It is also agreed that as soon as the present Convention shall have been, 
signed, and as the ratifications of the ‘Treaty of ‘Tien-tsin shall have been 
exchanged, the French forces which now occupy Chusan shall evacuate 
that island, that those which are before Peking shall retire to Tien-tsin or 
to Taku, on the north side of the Shantong, or into the town of Canton 5 
and that in all these places, or in each of them, the French Government 
may, if it thinks right, leave troops up to the moment at which the total 
sun of 8,000,000 taels shall be entirely paid. 

Ant. 1X. 

It is agreed between the high contracting parties that, as soon as the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Tien-tsin shall have been exchanged, an_Im+ 
perial decree shall order the superior authorities of all the provinces of the 
empire to permit every Chinaman who may wish to go into countries 
situated beyond the scas, to establish himself there or to seek his fortune, 
to also embark with his family, if he desires, in the French vessels which 
may be in the ports of the empire opened to foreign commerce. It is 
furiher agreed that, in the interest of these emigrants, to assure them full 
liberty of action and secure their interests, the competent Chinese autho- 
rities, in concert with the Minister of France in China, shall adopt such 
regulations as will give to these engagements, always voluntary, the gua- 
rantecs of morality and validity which they ought to possess.

It is well understood between the contracting parties that the tonnage 
dues, which, by mistake, were fixed in the French Treaty of Tien-tsin at 
five maces (about 15 sous each) per ton, on vessels guaging 150 tons and 
upwards, and which, in the treaties signed with England and the United 
States in one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, are fixed at four 
maces only, shall only amount to that sum of four maces, without, having 
to appeal to the last paragraph of Art. 27 of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, 
which gives France the formal right to claim the treatment of the mos 
favoured nation. :

THE RUSSIAN HELP TO LORD ELGIN. 


A correspondent of the Journal de St, Petersboury, writing 
from Irkoutsk on the 30th of November, gives the following 
account of the part taken by the Russian envoy, General Igua- 
tieff, in the recent negotiations at Peking, After narrating tho 
advance of the Allies and defeat of the Chinese, the Russian 
correspondent says :-— 
leantime, our Plenipotentiary, General Ignatieff, had left Tlen-tsin 
and joined the army of the Allies, Close on Peking they were still unde~ 
cided as to whether they ought to enter so populous a city or nots they 
had sent a summons to the Chinese before the Ist of October, threatening 
a bombardment in case of non-compliance. General Ignatieff’ pointed 
out to them on the map the residence of the Russian embassy, and re~ 
ceived the assurance that it should be respected. At the same time he 
obtained a safe-conduct for Colonel Baluzek, sent to inquire into the con 
dition of our mission inside the besieged city. mae 

“The Colonel found all the members of the mission in excellent 
health, and informed General Ignatieff of the fact. At the same time 
the General received a letter from the brother of the Bogdy-Khan and 
from the high dignitaries intrusted with the Regency, who, in the name 
of the friendship which for two centuries has existed between China and 
Russia, entreated our Plenipotentiary to sve China from perdition, and 
to undertake the office of intermediator between them and the Allies. 

« Finding that the Chinese were inclined to enter into negotiations, 
the Allies, acceding to the representations of our Plenipotentiary, con- 
sented not to enter Peking, not to burn the palace that had been sacked, 
and to encamp their troops on the walls of the town, on which they 
placed their guns, pointed towards the interior of the city. General 
enatiell entered Peking in the first week of October with a suite of 14 
Cossacks and alighted at the Russian Embass All the high digni- 
taries immediately waited upon him. He explained to them that they 
must at once accede to all the demands of the Allies, to which they

“ General Ignatieff explained to them that the barbarous treatment of 
the European prisoners was an infraction of the law of nations, and would 
call down upon them the vengeance of all Europe, even of Russia, despite 
the friendship of two centuries; and that to save China they must at once: 
consent to every demand of the Allies. ‘Thanks to the good offices of the 
Russian Plesipotentiary, the English Ambassador made_his entrance into 
Peking on the 12th of October, was received in the Palace of Foreign 
Affairs, and before leaving it ratified the treaty, and concluded a supple- 
mentary convention. On the following day the French Ambassador did 
the same. 
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“« When the Treaty was concluded General Ignatieff gave a dinner at 
the Russian Embassy to the Plenipotentiaries of France and England and 
their suites. During the dinner a courier arrived quite unexpectedly from 
Irkoutsk, M. Schismareff, sent by Count Mouravieff-Amourski. The 
appearance of a courier from Siberia, Produces @ great effect upon our 
guests, especially when they learnt that M. Schismareff bad done the 
journey from Irkoutsk through Mongolia, in carriage and on horseback, in 
fourteen days.”

THE PEACE WITH CHINA. 
THE TLIES. 

‘The Park and Tower guns have given formal expression to the fact 
that England is at peace with China, and, although the tardy Gazette 
disappointed the public expectation last evening, the official history of the 
negotiation is now before the public. This collection of despatches is 
most interesting in its circumstantial narrative. As scene succeeds scene, 
we have in quick succession the fence of dexterous diplomatists ; the pomp 
of war brought forward to coerce, to terrify, and to punish ; the episode of 
Asiatic craft, and treachery, and cruelty; then the honest indignation of the 
outwitted and outraged European, the pillaged palace, the cringing Asiatic, 
and the surrendered city ; then, once again, the surrender of the bodies of 
the tortured prisoners, and the Palace flaming in retribution; the recital of 
the woes of the captives ; and, finally, the solemn ceremonial of the atone- 
ment, and the great reconciliation amid the relics of a faded splendour. 
All these scenes pass on in these historic papers with a certain grave se- 

wence ftom which the grotesque and the ridiculous must be carefully 

iminated. To these papers a later generation will refer when they ask, 
as their fathers have vainly asked, what may be the magnificence of this 
“ Forbidden City,” what the grandeur of those official palaces, the deposi- 
tories of such tremendous power, what the dignity and wisdom of those 
almighty governors upon whose will hang the destinies of one-third of 
the human race? Men who come after us will wonder at the trusting 
credulity which existed before the year of grace 1860. They will laugh, 
perchance, at the lightness with which their predecessors trusted in 
the Chinese scholars who believed all things of this Imperial system. 
They will laugh when they find that under the guidance of these 
scholars we advanced, almost with reverence, as to the keystone of 
social order, to this great school of Confucius; that we found 
there a knot of blind old men, whose only quality was an 
admixture of timid levity and selfish cunning, and that we found the result 
of their craft to be a starving people, living ia a mouldering assemblage of 
huts, and the shells of palaces now sinking in dust and filth, We were told 
that we were about to put our hands upon a crouching lion, and we found 
that the beast was stuffed and moth-eaten. Throughout all these proceed- 
ings we may trace the ditierence between the Chinaman and the Tartar, 
‘The Tartar Prince is unlettered, passionate, and brave, the Chinese literate 
is always crafty, perfidious, and timid, and both are probably corrupt, When 
Sang-ko-lin-sin ordered Mr. Parkes and his companions into captivity, he 
was probably actuated by sudden passion ; when the Mandarins toned. his 
sufferings to exact unison with the object required of him, they were 
actuated by policy. They would have got nothing by killing him, and 
they hoped to make use of him, As time wore on, and Mr. Parkes’s reso- 
lution did not swerve, circumstances changed, and they were afraid to 
Kill him. When it was decided: that he was to go bacl-, it was 
their obvious interest to use him well. Again, Brabazon and the Abbé 
de Luc were killed by a Tartar general in hot blood ; the other prisoners 
were evidently in the hands of the Chinese, for they had been taken ; 
before the Board of Punishments at Peking, and had been carried through 
the gardens of the Summer Palace of the Emperor. Inhuman as the 
conduct of their gavlers was, we do not believe they intended their death. 

Heaven forbid that we should say one word to extenuate the guilt of the 

wretches who starved and tortured our friends and countrymen! They 
knew well enough what suffering they were inflicting, but, as we believe, 
they did not know what the result would be. They bound the Europeans 
as they would bave bound Chinese, only more tightly, according to their 
ideas of their greater strength. The thin-blooded Chinamen live through 
their torments, and can endure the starvation under which, together 

with the wounds inflicted by the cords, our countrymen died, We see that 
when Captain Anderson died the treatment was a little ameliorated. 
The Chinamen desired at once to gratify their cruelty aud to avoid 
the retribution to be expected for an actual murder. Mr. Parkes was too 
considerable a personage to permit the operation of any other motives save 
those of policy, but the others were kept to be restored, and were tortured 

for revenge. It is uot our intention to go through the provisions of this 

Treaty uutil the public have had an opportunity of reading the whole of 
the documents. We have no right to subject it to adverse criticism, for 
it contains no article which we have not strenuously for the last three 
years pressed upon all who were concerned in conducting the negotia—’ 
tions, Some have already urged that the indemnity might very fairly | 
have been doubled, and there would uot be much difficulty in showing 
that China, which has for some years now past been absorbing the silver 
of the Western nations, is quite able to pay any sum it might be just to 
demand. But Lord Elgin was probably bound by his instructions, and 
the instructions were given at a time when the circumstances were | 
different from those which existed when the Convention was signed.

China, But for this rudeness of the soldiery of the Celestial Empire the 
eminently satisfactory services of our army might be called brilliant. All 
that an army could do this army hes done; and the chief ue of the expe- 
dition is to prove how little that is, and how absolutely necessary it in that 
we thould at once revise the policy we have hitherto pursued in China, 
If that lesson is well learned, the ten millions or 20 which the British 
taxpayer will have to pay for this war will not be thrown away. 
Another fond dream of the abettors of this war was the destruction of 
war party in China, by the personal punishment of its chief. ‘The ima- 
ginary “ Old Mandarins” of Peking have figured in the literature of the 
war like the anciens partis in the articles of BI. de Cassagnac. They were 
the authors of all evil, and their doom was certain from the moment we 
got to Peking. Arrived there, our Ministers and Generals have been 
obliged to remember that war is not a judicial process but a political exe 
pedient. The horrors of war would be aggravated tenfold if the com~ 
batants, each of whom always asserts that he has a right on his side, wore 
to pretend to vindicate besides their own interests the cause of patie jus- 
tice, and hostilities would only end with the destruction of the weaker 
party if that party saw its executioner in its opponent. Lord Elgin, 
in fis despatch to Lord John Russell, well discusses this question 
with reference to the brutal treatment of our counteymen, for 
which, if for anything, a strong personal chastisement should have 
been thereward. Hesays:—* I might have required that the persons guilty 
of cruelty to our countrymen, or of the violation of a flag of truce, should 
be surrendered. But if I had made this demand in general terms, some 
miserable subordinates would probably have been given up, whom it 
would have been difficult to pardon anc inporsble to punii And if F 
had specified San-ko-lin-sin, of whose guilt in violating @ flag of truce 
evidence sufficient to ensure his condemnation by a court-martial could be 
furnished, I should have made a demand which, it may be confidently af 
firmed, the Chinese Government would not have conceded, and mine 
could not have enforced, I must add that, throwing the responsibility for 
the acts of Government in this way on individuals re:embles too closely 
the Chinese mode of conducting war to approve itself altogether to my 
judgment.” All this is so sensible that everybody is sure to approve of it 
now. ‘The great Mandarins, instead of being degraded, have been treated 
with, This may not be poetical justice, but it is the rule of peace and 
war among civilised nations.

The whole story of the Chinese expedition is full of interest, but 
among the documents published last night, by far the most interesting is 
that despatch to Lord Elgin wherein Mr. Parkes recounts the history of 
his capture and captivity. His simple narrative at the outset hows how 
unjust it was to throw upon him the burden and responsibility of the cap- 
ture of the other prisoners. He acted throughout, as in duty bound, 
eager to stop, if possible, the frantic violence of the war party, and eager 
also, in any case, to snatch the English and Sikhs within the enemy’s lines 
‘out of their hands. Had he chosen to sacrifice De Norman, Anderson, 
and Bowlby, and the sowars, he might easily have done so, and have 
ridden off, like Mr. Loch, into the quarters of Sir Hope Grant. He 

referred the nobler part—to save, and not to desert, and peril his own 
Tiberty and life, rather than abandon his countrymen. ‘That it was pos- 
sible at first for Mr. Parkes to have got away is shown by the fact that 
Mr. Loch did get away, and that he rode back to Tung-chow, accompa- 
nied by Captain Brabazon. Events show that then it was too late to 
escape, but they also show that the surprise and treachery were planned, 
and that the nefarious scheme embraced a perfidious attack upon the army 
and the capture of as many prisoners of rank 2s possible. Failing to 





{shake the firmness of Mr. Parkes, who would not exchange his prison 


uarters for the more luxurious accommodations of a temple, unless Mr. 
Loch enjoyed. the same privilege, he repeatedly told the mandarins that 
if they killéd the prisoners the only result would be a terrible vengeance 
upon’ them, he boldly and gallmitly urged what was for his country’s 
good, and never sacrificed his public duty to-his private safety. 





THE ALTERED POLICY IN RUSSIA. 

It is easy to perceive, and idle to conceal, that a great and a beneficial 
change has come over the policy of the Russian Empire, internal as well 
as external. The abolition of serfage, the relaxation of the passport 
system in reference to strangers, and more especially in reference to 
Englishmen, and the greater treedom allowed during the last few months 
to the press, are evidences of the benevolent disposition and the wis 
policy of the young Emperor Alexander. Espionage too, in dom 
society, and ainong the servants and retainers of the boyards, is greatly 
mitigated ; and, although official corruption is nearly as great in Russia 
as it was in 1895, the ‘young Emperor struggles against it with amazin, 
pertinacity and .the calmest courage; and there is reason to believe, i 
Tife and health be spared to him for ten or for twenty years, that he may 
reform a system which eluded the vigilance of “Alexander I., and 
defied the uncontrolled and vehement will of Nicholas. Our own 
intemational relations with Russia are, we are happy to, say, 
improved and improving. The military and civil authorities in the Crimea 
have shown some solicitude for the remains of the British brave who lie 
in a distant land; and during the progress of these two last Chinese af- 
fairs, since 1858, Russian diplomatists and officials have conducted them= 
selves as might be expected from Christians and gentlemen imbued with 
the humanising influences of European and Western civilization. Their 
functionaries in China, whether military, naval, or civil, have acted a mo- 
derating and friendly part, and have on all occasions endeavoured to miti- 
gate, when they could not restrain, the obstinacy and brutality of the 
Chinese. The Russian telegraph has transmitted with celerity and care 
important news to this country: items of intelligence from the scene 
of operations in China that wero looked for not merely with et 
public, but with a thrilling and painful private, interest. ese 
are amenities which would, under any circumstances, call for re- 
cognition and acknowledgment, but which specially invite it, considering 
that Great Britain and Russia have been so lately at feud.

services and cordial sympathies which General Ignatieff a1 | the mem 
ders of the Russian Mission had the opportunity of exhibiting to Lord 
Elgin and his suite, to the Commander-in-Chief and the officers of the 
British army. ‘These services are grateflly acknowledged by Lord Elgin 
in two letters to General Ignatieff, published in the Extraordinary Gazette, 
which, with the Russian General's reply, deserve to be recorded as equally 















creditable, equal onourable, to both parties. The occasion was one, it 
may be sad, to invite sympathy and to call forth generous and humane 
feelings. Truly it was 80; and nobly did the Russians respond. They 


evinced their horror at the barbarities perpetrated by the Chinese in burn- 
ing words of grief and indignation, and they placed their cemetery at the 
service of the British and French Plenipotentiaries for the reception of the 
mangled remains of the natives of the two great nations. Not content 
with this passive sympathy, the members of the Russian Mission, its priests, 
and servants, followed the remains to the tomb, mingling their tears and 
their regrets with the comrades and countrymien of those who had been 
40 barbarously tortured.— Morning Post 





THE RUSSIAN SERVICE TO LORD ELGIN AT PEKING. 


‘We should be ashamed not to bring our contribution to this great work 
of correcting erroneous convictions, and we proceed at once to earn and 
to claim the proper amount of credit for destroying a popular error which 
is especially rife at this moment. Now, it is generally believed all over 
England that the British expedition to China has been very successful in 
aitaining the objects for which it was despatched. We are under the im- 

ion that the storm of that Taku Fort was rather a dashing thing, and 
that it worked so strongly upon the Tartar mind, that Sang-ko-lin-sin 
galloped off straight to Peking and endeavoured to induce the Mandarins 
to make peace at once. It is further thought that when by jibes and re- 
proaches the Tartar Prince was once more forced to return to the 
charge, he did so with very depressed hopes of success, and that 
after being again well thrashed he quite despaired of any victory, except 
over a small escort or a flag of truce. We had allowed ourselves to 
believe that when the Emperor fled away amid the snows up to his 
Hunting Palace at Zehol, he was actuated by fear of the approach 
of those terrible and invincible Barbarians for whose heads there was 
no market price at Peking, with any prospect of immediate delivery. 
‘We have listened favourably to the suggestion that the destruction of 
the Summer Palace was looked upon by the Chinese as a strong act of 
power, and that the occupation of the defences of Peking was a very deci- 
sive fact, tending to induce the Chinese authorities to come to terms. It 
has been said, by what was thought good authority, that Prince Kung him- 
self was from moment to moment lamenting the delay in the completion 
of the Convention, complaining that any moment might be fatal, for that 
the population of Peking were only watching for some fact which they 
might interpret into a sign of the commencement of a bombardment of 
the city, and they would arise and sweep away the Tartar dynasty and the 
whole Mandarin system. Such has been the common belief, and the inno- 
cent conviction has followed that it was under the pressure of the arms of 
the Allied forces that China succumbed, that the ty of Tien-tsin was 
Yatified, and that the Convention of Peking was signed. No such thing: 
it is all’a vulgar error. Admiral Hope might just_as well have been de- 
fending the quarantine harbour at Malta, and Sir Hope Grant might 
equally as well have been drilling unpractised battalions at Aldershott. 
the military successes had nothing whatever to do with it The 
real hero of the whole affair has never been known. He has at 
last shown himself, He comes forth to us ushered by a no less authorita- 
tivo gentleman-usher than the Journal de St. Petersburg. That hero is 
General Ignatieff. It is he who has done it all. In our impression of 
yesterday we gave the corrected history of this affair. It may be generally 
premised that some disturbance had happened, that some military opera- 
tions had taken place, and that great confusion was prevailing. | This wos 
the state of affairs when General Ignatieff, the Plenipotentiary for Russia 
in those parts, saw that the moment had arrived for effective intervention. 
He resolved to breathe peace over the troubled waters. On this errand, 
with an escort of fourteen Cossacks, he set forth from Tien-tsin. Master 
of the position, he passed through the lines of the two hostile armies and 
entered the city of Peking. Galloping unquestioned through the streets, 
he alighted at the Russian Embassy. Immediately the fame went forth that 
the necessary man had arived! The Mandarins, who were probably 
at that moment engaged in the ingenious amusement of torturing their 
risoners, desisted from their recreation, and went to prostrate themselves 
fore the man of the hour. It was for him to tell them what to do, 
and they would obey. It was Russia who had been for two hundred 
years the friend of China, and General Ignatieff was Russia. Then out- 
spore Ignatieff, and his word was the law of China, He commanded 
at they should cease from tormenting the prisoners, under pain that 
Russia would ccase from giving to China those proofs of friendship 
which she has afforded her for two hundred years, and lo! the Manda- 
rins ceased from tormenting, and hastened to collect their prisoners, that 
they might be delivered up. General Ignatieff spake once again, and 
ordained that the Chinese should accede to all the demands which 
the Allies had made. Again the Mandarins were submissive. The ratifi- 
cations were produced, the Convention was signed, the smart money 
was paid down, and Ignatieff having in half an hour, settled the whole 
affair, invited all parties to an excellent dinner.— Times.

A Personal Narrative of Two Years’ Imprisonment in Burmah, 

= 1824—26, By Henry Gouger. John Murray, Albemarle- 
street. : 

“ Had the volume before us been published a few months 

earlier, it might have been deemed a “ paradox,” but now, un- 

harnily, “the time gives it proof.” The events chronicled by 





——————— 
the prisoner in Burmah are so strange, so painful, so startling, 
that at any other time than the present the reader would ask 
in wonder, almost witb incredulity, “Can such things be 7” 
Now, alas, we know from the terrible episode in the Third 
China War that this, even more than this, is possible, and as 
we turn over page after page of Mr. Gouger’s harrowing nar- 
rative we are reminded more and more forcibly and more and 
more sadly of the sufferings of those brave men go recently the 
victims of Oriental cruelty. A third part of a century has 
elapsed since the occurrence of the events here narrated, and it 
is saddening to reflect that they have been reproduced in yet 
more dread intensity and with still more fatal results in the year 
which has just closed. 


Mr. Henry Gouger, the author of the work under notice, tells 
us that he left Calcutta for the port of Rangoon in June, 1822, 
partly in the hope of recovering his health, and partly with the 
expectation of realising a fortune by a mercantile veuture in 
the Burmese Empire. In due course our merchant reached 
Rangoon, then, as he informs us, a miserable dirty town, con- 
taining 8,000 or 10,000 inhabitants. The reception was a 
friendly one, and encouraged him to prosecute his journey to 
Amerapoorah, then, as now, the capital of the Empire ; although 
shortly after his arrival the Court removed to Ava. His descrip- 
tion of the noble river Irrawuddi, though less minute, is scarcely 
less interesting than that given in the “History of the last 
Mission to the Court of Ava,” by Major Yule. On Mr. Gouger’s 
arrival at the capital he was received by the King, the nobles, 
and, indeed, by all classes, almost with cordiality. Here, to his 
great surprise, he met a fellow countryman, a “Mr. Rodgers,” 
who had passed the greater part of his life among this semi- 
barbarous race. There was a complete scramble for Mr. 
Gouger’s Manchester goods, and his £3,000 in merchandise 
were speedily converted into £8,000 in specie, Here, however, 
arose his first difficulty. He had been honourably paid for his 
commodities, but he was at a loss to know what to do with the 
money. The exportation of gold and silver, avd, in truth, of al- 
most all other commodities of value, was forbidden by the Bur- 
mese Government, and the issue of Mr. Gouger's trading seemed 
to necessitate his continued residence in the country. After 
a brief visit to Calcutta he returned to Burmah in contempla- 
tion of a lengthened residence and a prosperous career. Scarccly, 
however, had our author reached the capital, ere there were 
rumours of war, or rather there was that uneasiness which 
generally precedes a state of actual war. Mr. Gouger complains, 
and he has reason to complain, of the conduct of Lord Amherst’s 
Government in neglecting to warn the unwary traveller of the 
risk he was incurring. To this neglect Mr. Gouger does not 
hesitate to attribute his subsequent sufferings. 


It soon became evident that the position of the “white fe- 
reigners” was a very dangerous one. Mr, Gouger’s assistant 
(a Mr. Richardson), who had accompanied him from Calcutta 
on this second venture, effected his escape with more speed 
than dignity. The war commenced—Rangoon was bombarded » 
and of course our adventurous merchant was accused of bein& 
a spy. It must, indeed, be admitted that appearances were 
against him, and although we are horrified at the treatment he 
experienced, we are by no means surprised at his arrest. Here 
commences the painful interest of the story; but we must leave 
to the reader of the book itsclf the details of the “Two Years’ 
Imprisonment in Burmah.” Mr. Gouger seems to have been 
looked upon as the arch-traitor, but there were associated with 
him in his captivity Drs. Judson and Price, the American mis- 
sionaries, Mr. Rodgers, to whom we have already referred, and 
three or four others. Let us only say that the picture of the 
Neapolitan dungeons under the Bourbon rule, even as painted 
in the bold outline and with the strong colouring of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s pencil, is a mild and attractive one compared with that 
now presented to us of the Let-ma-Yson, or death prison in 
Burmah. After two years of intense mental and bodily suffer- 
ing, Mr. Gouger was liberated on the demand of the British 
General, Sir Archibald Campbell, and he has lived to tell 
the strange adventures which befel him in his youth to another 
generation. To the numerous reflections of a general cha- 
racter to which the perusal of this narrative naturally gives 
rise we cannot now advert, but we must just refer to the two 
more prominent ones which have occurred to us. The first is 
this, that the people of Burmah generally, like those of China, 
are not opposed to European intercourse, and that civilization 
in both cases is retarded, not by the wishes of the zeople, but 
by the policy of the rulers. 
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If, however, Major Yule has correctly pourtrayed the pre- 
present Burmese monarch (and we have reason to believe that 
he has), we may hope that the policy of that empire will hence- 
forth be less assimilated to that of the Tartar rule, Our other 
reflection is obvious enough, viz, that strict adherence to our 
word, and undeviating integrity, are essential in our dealings 
with these semi-civilized races, Of this the narrative before 
us affords a curious illustration, We performed our part of 
the treaty obligations ; that is to say, when the stipulated por- 
tion of the indemnity was paid, we withdrew our troops. On 
the other hand, to the people of Pegu we acted unfairly, every 
reader of history knows with what lamentable results. 

Our admiration of Mr. Gouger’s work has induced us to 
exceed our accustomed limits, but we cannot conclude without 
referring to the spirit and the literary style of the composition. 
The author tells us that, never having followed literary pursuits, 
he was diffident of his powers of description. He need not 
have been. In our estimation the style has high merit. It is 
clear, vigorous, and unaffected. In a word, the narrative bears 
throughout the impress of truth, and is evidently the work of 
‘@ man who possesses an intellect of no mean order, cultivated 
taste, and, more than this, a heart humbly thankful to the Pro- 
vidence that preserved him amid the horrors of his captivity. 





We find in an American journal some interesting facts concerning 
Japanese Literature—both from a literary and commercial point of view. 
Ata late meeting ofthe New york Ethnological Society, Mr. Ewbank 

resented the report of the interview of the Committee with the Japanese. 

hey leamed that in Japan reading and writing are almost universal, and 
that there is a large Japanese literature ; the censorship having been es- 
tablished only about fifty years ago. Their books are very cheap, and 
illustrated books have been common for ages. The Committee saw an 
illustrated book on the quarrying and smeling of copper, one of a series 
of industrial handbooks! with which they were very much struck. They 
‘say that it conveys the knowledge ittreats of in fewer words than are used 
in‘our prefaces or introductions, and that the illustrations are so full and 
plain that the ordinary English readers can be at no loss as to any par- 
ticular, Fourteen pages are occupied by outline pictures, slightly shaded 
and coloured, representing all the details and operations, from quarrying 
to marking and packing the copper. Then thirteen more pages are 
filled with the tools used, each part being separately drawn, with its name 
annexed. This is so minute as to give all the baskets, pokers, hammers, 
pincers, tongs, bellows, tubs, shovels, moulds, stamps, with which to mark 
the ingots, and scales for weighing them. The bellows act on the princi- 
ple of our double-acting pumps. “This book was printed in colours, The 
Japanese said they were “ much plenty.” The price of this was only 
fourpence or fivepence. The report says, that so far as regards the pro- 
duction of a cheap and useful literature, Japan may be said to have been 
centuries in advance of Europe. Measures have been taken to open a 
correspondence with some of the learned men of Japan. While on this 
subject we may call attention to Captain Sherard Osborn's little book on 
the Japanese, published by Messrs. Bradbury and Evans, which, although 
well received by the public, has not, we think, yet had full justice from the 
critics, Nothing can surpass the piquancy, the oddity, and originality of 
its bright coloured drawings of Japanese Life by native artists. ‘The 
picture of the strong lady controlling a restive horse at her side, by placing 
one foot upon the reins while she calmly surveys the landscape before her, 
really exhibits a totally new species of humour and extravagance. 








DR. MACGOWAN IN LIVERPOOL. 

At one of tho lectures recently delivered in Liverpool by Dr- 
Macgowan, the Rev, Canon McNeile took the chair, and intro 
duced the lectures in the following terms:— ¢ 

It afforded me much pleasure to be able to comply with Dr. Mac- 
gowan’s request, that I would preside on this occasion. I felt an attrac. 
tion both to his subject and to himself. Recent events have invested 
China. with a peculiar interest to us all. The transition from war to 
peace: from the military occupation of the gates of Peking, and the 
sacking of the Summer Palace of the Emperor, to the evacuation of 
Peking and the signing of a treaty, bears a stronger resemblance to the 
shitting scenes of a fictitious drama than to the stubborn and gradual reali- 
ties of human life. True, indeed, it is, our respected lecturer has no in- 
formation to give us concerning the stipulations of the treaty, or the 
material guarantee by which their execution is secured. Neither can he 
tell us, what at this moment every English heart longs to know, con- 
cerning the yet unreturned prisoners, But he has much, and of 
lively interest to tell us concerning that strange people, with whom 
we are brought into such strange collision. I need not bespeak your 
attention. But one word about the lecturer himself. He comes 
among us in the interesting character of a Medical Missionary. 
The combination of medical practice and missionary enterprise is conse 
crated by very sacred recollections, We recall the first Christian Mission 
under the Great Apostle of the Gentiles, and the medical missionary, who 
formed one of the apostolic band; and we affectionately desire that a large 
measure of the blessing which rested on the work of that “beloved phy- 
sician” may attend the labours of our friend and brother here present, so 
that what was so pointedly and beautifully said in two Latin lines con- 
cerning St. Luke, may be found truly applicable to Dr. Macgowan : — 

“ Lucas Evangelii, et Medicine munerepandit 
Artibus hing, illine Religione potens.” 

I do not expect you all to understand this, much less to enter into its 
gxprenive terseness, But I will tell you how it has been paraphrased into 

nglish ;— 








Saint Luke, by medicine and religion joined, 
Relieves the body and renews the 
Blest in both labours—dark diseases part, 
‘And darker ignorance forsakes the heart. : 
‘Thrice happy Luke, commissioned from on high,

Tue Late Ma. Bowzoy.— The following appears in the Sunderland 
Herald :—“The arrival of the China mail has at length removed all doubts 
as to the fate of our accomplished townsman, Mr. T. W. Bowlby, the 
special correspondent of The Times. The removal, by a terrible death, 
of one of the most distinguished ornaments of our profession, and respect 
ing whose safety the mind of the country had alternately been agitated by 
hope and fear for several weeks, warrants us in giving a few random 
jottings of his career, for which we are mainly indebted to his old school- 
fellow and intimate friend, Mr. Thomas Burn, jun., solicitor, of this town. 
Thomas William Bowlby was the son of Thomas Bowlby, a captain in the 
Royal Artillery; his mother was a daughter of General Balfour. He was 
born at Gibraltar, and was the eldest of a numerous family, and when he 
was yet very young his parents took up their residence in Sunderland, 
where his father entered upon the business of a timber merchant. After 
leaving school he was articled as a solicitor to his cousin, Mr. Russell 
Bowlby, who at that time practised in this town. On the comple- 
tion of his clerkship he went to London, and spent some years as a 
salaried clerk in the office of a large firm in the Temple. About the 
year 1846 he commenced practice in the City with Messrs. Laurence 
and Crowdy, and for some years he enjoyed a fair practice. But 
the profession of the law was not adapted to his peculiar tastes, and 
much of his timo was spent in literary studies, and in the company of 
some of the literary celebrities of the metropolis. He was a most enthu- 
Siastic admirer of Shakspeare, and was ever ready with a quotation from 
his writings. Shortly after he commenced practice, Mr. Bowlby married 
Miss Meine, the sister of his father’s second wife, and on the death of her 
father, Mrs. Bowlby became possessed of a considcrable fortune. In 
1848 Mr. Bowlby first became connected with the great journal in whose 
service he has lost his life. At that time the tide of revolution was 
surging over almost the whole continent of Europe, and immediately on 
its reaching Berlin Mr. Bowlby was despatched by The Times as its 
special correspondent. In that capacity he visited several parts of the 

‘ontinent, and soon after his return to England he contributed to this 
paper several articles on the condition of Hungary. During the railway 
mania Mr. Bowlby got into pecuniary difficulties, which caused him to 
leave England for a short time ; but it must be stated to his honour that 
he soon after made arrangements for the whole of his future carn- 
ings to be applicd in liquidation of his debts. On his return 
to this country he was for some time associated with M. Jullien, 
and made arrangements in different continental towns for that 
gentleman's unrivalled musical performances. Mr. Bowlby, al~ 
though he did not pretend to be master of any instrument, 
had a thorough knowledge of musical science. We next hear of him 
in Smyma, where be was engaged in one of the departments con+ 
nected with the construction of a railway (probably the very railway the 
opening of a section of which is telegraphed as we write—the Smyrna and 
Aden), but his labours there were abruptly terminated by the failure of 
Mr. Jackson, the contractor. He then returned to England, and remained 
unemployed until he was engaged to proceed to China as the special core 
respondent of The Times, ‘The terms of his agreement were worthy of 
the leading journal of the empire—£1,500 a year, with liberty to draw 
upon the concern to any amount that might be required for the efficient 
discharge of his duties. Mr. Bowlby proceeded to China in the same 
steamer as Lord Elgin and Baron Gros, with whom he was shipwrecked, 
and his account of the loss of the Malabar at Point de Galle has probably 
never been excelled as a piece of free and dashing descriptive composi~ 
tion. Mr. Bowlby was a man of most amiable disposition, and of good 
conversational powers; his age would probably be about forty three. He 
has left a widow and five children, most of whom are of tender years; butit 
is some satisfaction for the country to learn that the widow and orphans 
will be amply provided for by the indemnity which will be wrung from the 
treasury of his responsible murderers.” It is reported that the proprietors 
of The Times have settled a handsome pension on the widow of Mr. 
Boulby. She will also be the recipient of a portion—probably £10,060 
—of the £100,000 procured by Lord Elgin from the Chinese specially for 
division among the unfortunate prisoners.

‘The liquidators of the Eastern Archipelago Company have 
called a meeting of the sharcholders for the 15th inst., when 
they will submit an accounts howing the progress made in the 
winding up. 

The shares of the Labuan Coal Company experienced a considerable 

dvance to-day, advices having been received confirming the favourable 
ion of the mines, and stating that any quantity of coal can be procured 
at cheap rates. The agent writes:— I quite agree with the original 
statement of Mr. Smith, the mining engineer, that the colliery will prove 
an extraordinarily lucrative adventure, and will supply the whole East with 
coal.” The prospects of the undertaking are also considered to have been 
much benefited by the conclusion of peace with China, and the conse- 
quent probability of a greatly extended trade, 

An explanation has becn received of the mode in which 
news from Peking reaches St. Petersburg. The recent speedy 
telegrams regarding the Chinese Treaty were transmitted, it 
appears, in the usual way. The Russians have a regular 
courier system from Peking, with relay horses, and the de- 
spatches are delivered up to the first telegraph-office in connec- 
tion with St. Petersburg which the bearer can reach. The 
route is via Mongolia, Kiakhta, and Irkutsk, and the common 
mail reaches the latter place within sixteen days of its departure 
from Peking. From Irkutsk to St. Petersburg seveateen days 
are required to the telegraph-office at Casan. 

The Money Market Revicw, which has already established for 
itself a high reputation as a financial organ, has commenced, we 
perceive, a new and very useful feature with the present year in 
financial memoranda, and a summary or chronicle of leading 
events and dates, &c., which will be found useful for speedy 
reference, 

The line of submarine cable to connect Malta and Otranto 
with Corfu, in ‘order to form a duplicate line from Malta to 
London, has not yet been laid, owing to an accident to the 
steamer William Cory. 


The dispute in the tea trade between the wholesale mer- 
chants and the brokers has been amicably arranged by a 
compromise; the brokers abandoning the charge of lot-money 
on alllots of tea below the value of £15; formerly it was 
charged on all above £5. 


THE RANGOON AND SINGAPORE CABLE. 

We noticed in our last that the vessels which were to convey 
this cable would be fitted with iron tanks, so that it might be 
submerged, to prevent heating. The Admiralty, however, 
have ultimately determined upon laying it between Malta 
and Alexandria, The steamer Queen Victoria, with a 
portion of the cable on board, went ashore on the Ist inst., 
and it is feared may become a total wreck, under Mount Edge- 
cumbe, in Plymouth Sound.

Tea.—During the past fortnight transact have been unusually 
limited. The arrivals have been large ; but it ters generally have re- 


frained from offering their teas, and we therefore have but little subject for 
remark. The few sales made have been at easier rates, especially in the 
new Kaisows and Monings, which show 1d. per Ib. decline on the former, 
and 2d, per Ib. on the latter. Scented teas atso show a reduction of 1d. 
per lb. Greens have sold steadily, but quietly, at full prices. A small 
public sale took place on the 2nd inst., and a further sale is declared for 
the 16th inst. The stock on the Ist January of all descriptions of black, 
was, in London, 46,783,164 lbs., and 6,148,787 Ibs. of green. The total 
delivery in London for the present year has been 68,647,794 lbs. of black, 
and 10,899,916 lbs. of green. The stock at Liverpool was 2,221,140 Ibs. 
of black, and 28,906 Ibs. of green. The total delivery in Liverpool 
for the present year has been 6,895,884 Ibs, of black, and 664,825 tbs. 
of green. The imports in London from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31 have been 
76,914,158 Ibs. of black, and 10,071,873 lbs. of green, and at Liverpool 
5,601,491 Ibs. of black, and $43,045 Ibs. of green. 

S1ux.—The imports of Shanghai silk during the past ve fallen 
short by 9,000 bales and the delivery 13,000 bales, In Canton sorts 
1,550 bales, and an increase in Japan of 7,200. Messrs. Durant and Co., 
state, the chief feature of the year, and almost the only feature, was the im- 
portation from Japan—a most welcome and seasonable addition to our 
sources of supply. The only drawback to its advantage is the very small 
“breaks” in which it comes forward, but this is comparatively unim- 
portant, and will, no doubt, be remedied in time. The grand point is, 








that it promises to be an increasing supply, and thet the nature of the 
silk is intrinsically good, and much of it of a size to render it expecially 
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available. We might also mention as @ feature the increased export of 
Asiatic silk to the Continent, and it has been considerable. The public 
tables mark it as nearly 30 per cent., and yet with all this it is not sup- 
posed that foreign consumers are holding’ larger stocks than our own. 
For the last three weeks they have been very reluctant buyers, 
and for some time previously had not taken any large quantity. 
Of China Silk we have little to remark, except that the proportion of 
good silk, both tsatlee and taysaam, is unusually small, and that all is more 
or less objectionably coarse. The supply of taysaam until quite recently 
had been very small, but the falling off in the consumption has more than 
Kept pace with the diminution in the supply, so that lately we have had 
a serious fall in prices of all but the best classes, Chinese Thrown Silk 
has been in bad odour for many months. A very large proportion of the 
imports was of very inferior description, and even for the best we have had 
but a limited demand, so that although without any fresh imports for 
several months, prices of all but the very best are very low, much below 
all former precedent. Of Canton Silk we were without any supply till the 
month of August, then it came forward rather freely, but unfortunately 
the quality fully shared in the general inferiority of all silk from China, 
and the condition was abominable—intemnally wetted, apparently, solely 
for the object of increased weight; prices, too, were felt to have beei 
pitched too high, so that with the additional misfortune of the limited de- 
mand for the goods to which it was more especially applicable, it has not 
moved off rapidly. The “heap” of “ Korats” under this head remains 
almost without diminution. There is no object for which it is applicable 
in this country, and foreigners take it very slowly.

Arrivals of tonnage being very light, business is unusually quiet, even 
for the holiday season—the attention of the shipping interest having 
been to a great extent engrossed by the annual freight reports of the 
leading shipbrokering firms. The writers of nearly all these circulars 
agree in representing the shipping business of last year as considerably 
better than for several previous years, and they attribute the improvement 
to two causcs, viz., the Chinese war and the deficient harvest; the former 
circumstance having tended to improve freights in the long trades by 
withdrawing a large amount of tonnage for the transport service, and the 
latter cause having operated as favourably upon the short trades, by creating 
ademand for toons for conveyance of cereals from the United States 
and Canada. Of the future, caution is displayed in prophesying the 
course of freights. Some appear to think that the shipping interest has 
entered upon a fresh career of prosperity; but others consider the im. 
provement of 1860 temporary, and resulting from exceptional causes, 
which are not of a permanent character. The total export of coal from 
this country to foreign ports reached about 7,000,000 tons last year.
